MOSCOW, Jan. 21—An extraordi- 
narily impressive memorial ceremony 
for Nikolai Lenin, who died four 
years ago today, was held this eve-

and red Soviet star covered the whole 
ceiling above the lights. The fore- 
ground of the stage was occupied by 
red tables edged with black, close 
behind which there was an immense 
red and black picture showing the 
victorious a¢vance of the revolution. 

At 6:40 P. M. President Kalinin 
and a dozen other leaders, not in- 
cluding Joseph Stalin, Secretary Gen- 
eral of the Communist Party, came 
in amid subdued applause. . Kal- 
inin rose and said in-a voice broken 
with emotion: 

“At exactly this moment four years 
ago our beloved leader passed away 
from us into history. I beg you to 
rise to honor his deathless memory.”’ 

The audience stood up and a hid- 
den orchestra began the mournful 
strains of the Soviet hymn for dead 
comrades, As the music reached @ 
crescendo the lights siowly faded.

Mt. Evans, Greenland. — Storm 
Jan. 16, as follows: Maximum 
wind, 120 miles per hour from 
southeast; .. temperature. rose to 
33 degrees; humidity below 35 per 
cent.; lowest pressure, 28.29 inches, 
sea. level. Winds of hurricane force 
continued several hours. Observa- 
tory withstood wind force nicely. 
Many Foehn clouds seen on 14th 


and. 15th., Instruments all worked 
nicely, so good records obtained.

Shows “Startling Scientific Facts.’’

New Convention Proposed. 


After reviewing the history of 
slavery and the work of the tempo- 


rary Slavery Commission established 
in 1924 by the Council of the League 
of Saees, the bulletin continues in 
part: 

“The Temporary Slavery Commis- 
sion, on the recommendation of 4 
majority of its members, proposed 
that a new international convention 
on. slavery should be concluded, to 
which all States, whether members 
of the League or not, should be in- 
vited to subscribe, setting forth the 
minimum standard that a majority 
of Governments would accept and 
apply. It was suggested that this 
new convention might deal not only 
with slavery but also with systems 
of forced labor analogeus to slavery. 

**The commission's report was con- 
sidered by the Council and the As- 
sembly of the League of Nations in 
September, 1925, when a resolution 
was passed adopting a draft conven- 
tion. This. convention. was for- 
warded to all States members of the 
League, and also to the United

IDEALIST IN PALESTINE 


CALLED A DRAWBACK 


Hermann. Strack, -Etcher, Calls 
This Type a Chief Cause of 
Unemployment There. 


The dreamer and Zionist idealist 
unable to make a living is one of the 
chief causes of unemployment in Pal- 
estine, according to Hermann Struck, 
German etcher, who is visiting this 
country. He has lived in Haifa, Pal- 
estine, for six years. An increase in 
population through immigration, he 
said, would result in a relative rise 
in unemployment, which was réspon- 
sible for the crisis of three yéars 
ago, when more than 30,000 Jews 


overflowed the country. Given a4 


stable population and a little more 
time, Palestine would be capable of 
developing both her agriculture and 
industry to the point where a greater 
influx would not upset her, Herr 
Struck declared. 

Talk of the failure of settling Pal- 
estine as a Jewish homeland, he said, 
was unwarranted. Whether Palestine 
will eventually be an’ industrial or 
agricultural nation, Herr Struck said 
he could not predict. However, the 
country is ficiently rich in’ nat- 
ural resources to develop into an in- 
dustrial centre, he asserted. 

Turning to American subjects, 
Herr Struck said the skyscraper was

EASY. TO. GET OUT. OF ALSO 


But. Sheriff Here Is Quoted as 
Saying That Provisions. Have 
Been Made to Meet Fire Danger.

ALBANY, Jan. 21.—The existence 
of a fire hazard ‘in the new county 
jail in Manhattan at 434 West 
Thirty-seventh Street, the home of 
the Alimony Club, was reported to- 
day by the State Commission of 
Prisons 


The inspection was made on Dec. 
27 ..by. Commissioners John 8S.,.Ken- 
nedy and Leon C. Weinstock,. the 
latter of whom has since died.-, 

Although the report finds that. the 
removal of the jail from its old quar- 
ters at 70 Ludlow Street gives decent 
housing to the club members, who are 
civil prisoners under the. custody 
of the Sheriff, it points out that the 
new prison must be considered 
ee as ‘‘a temporary proposition.’’ 

e over from a_ police. station, 
the jail has floors and stairs of wood, 
according to the report. The Com- 
missioners had the Fire De ent 

@ complete examination, fol- 

which it recommended in- 
stallation of a shut-off valve, the 
Proviins of a two and a half gallon 
ire extinguisher on each floor, the 
installation of an adequate fire alarm 
system, and the providing of tele- 
ome communication with Fire 

partment Headquarters. 


Patrol by Guards Is Advised. 


“The fire alarm system and com- 
munication with fire headquarters 
have not as yet been provided, and 


this should be attended to at once,”’ 
the report reads. _‘‘Because of the 
yy ee fire hazard in this building 
is strongly recommended that a 
d visit every floor of the build- 
eg at frequent intervals during the 
night. For further fire protection 
it is recommended that the ceiling 
of the boiler room be fireproofed. 
is done at present only. over 

the boiler.”’ 

That some of the gentlemen who 
have failed to pay their wives, past 
or present, the stipulated alimony 
om t be able to walk out of the 
*club,”” was the suggestion of the 
Commissioners, who noted that. ‘‘the 
entrance to the basement is not 
properly guarded and at time of in- 

tion prisoners could walk into 
the basement and out the front en-

It is recommended that wire 
screening or bars close the staircase 
to the basement and that locks on 
certain gates be examined at once. 

Another report of an earlier inspec- 
tion of “‘the wretched old jail’’ on 
Ludlow Street just before it was 
abandoned finds that complaints of 
lack of heat, made by the Alimony 
Payers’ Protective Association, were 
unjustified. 


National Guardsmen Objected To. 


“The jail was found in as com- 
fortable a» condition. as is possible 
with the conditions existing here,’’ 
the popes said, ‘‘and all the prison- 
€rs said they were entirely satisfied 
that the Sheriff was doing everything 
within his power to provide proper 
heating. 

9 doa’ A all stated that they had not 
authorized any complaint. It was 
further learned that the signer of the 
complaint had not at any time been 
an inmate of the jail.’’ 

The report discloses that during 
the year fifty National Guardsmen 
were held in the Ludlow Street jail. 
The Commissioners say they must 

rotest again to the military jails in 

ew York City for guardsmen. It is 
an impropriety to send this class of 
men to them, the Commissioners de- 
clare. 

A favorable report on conditions in 
the Westchester eg 4 poet 
points out that of the 1,057 prisoners 
received during 1927 up to Dec. 3 
there were ninety-two boys less than 
21 years old. 


Special Care of Youths Urged. 
*‘With the number of youthful of- 
fenders here and the effort now be- 
ing made to reclaim them from fur- 
ther lives along criminal] ‘ways, the 
county should give serious attention 
as to whether or not special quarters 


and special attention should not be 
given the care of these youths,” it 


says. 

The large number of first of- 
fenders—61 large proportion of 
the population, is worthy of note.

HARDY’S FIRST NOVEL 
REJECTED AND BURNED 


Morley and Meredith Thought It 
Poor, bat Aathor’s Prediction 
Has Come True.

LONDON, Jan. 21. — Thomas 
Hardy’s first novel, entitled ‘‘The 
Poor Man and the Lady,’? was re- 
jected by two publishers and then 


-| burned by the author, according to 


Sir Edmund Gosse, life-long friend 
of the late novelist and a pallbearer 
at Hardy’s funeral in Westminster 
Abbey. 

In an article in tomorrow’s Sunday 
Times Sir Edmund reveals that the 
publishers’ readers, who thought the 
book poor, were no other than John 
Morley, author of a Life of Glad- 
stone, and George Meredith, the 
novelist. 

The book was written in 1867, Sir 
Edmund Gosse says. The story con- 
cerned a son of peasants working an 
estate in Dorchester and the Squire’s 
beautiful daughter, who fell in love 
with each other. An incident of the 
story which Morley held impossible 
perhaps revealed Hardy in the rdle 
of a prophet, says Sir mund. The 
story tells how, when the lovers 

arted, the lady on coming up to 

ndon saw a poor man io 
a crowd of laboring men in Tra- 
falgar Square. That is a typical 
scene today, but when the book was 
written the foot of the Nelson monu- 
ment had not become a rostrum like 
Union Square in New York. The 
possibility of labor rallies there 
struck Morley as absurd.

Savarona Here After 30-Hour 
~ Trial’ of -Diesel “Engines, 
Weathering Cape May Gale.

The Savarona, the largest yacht of 
its kind ever built, arrived. in New 
York yesterday afternoon after a 
thirty-hour test.of its Diesel engines 
and. other navigational. ; devices and 
modern equipment which are said to 
make the vessel the most Juxurious 
of any in American waters. The ship 
was. docked at the city. pier at the 
foot of East Twenty-second Street, 
where it probably will remain while 
the interior is, being furnished. 

The yacht, which was built in the 
Pusey & Jones shipyards at Wil- 
mington, Del., for Richard M. Cad- 
walader Jr., banker, of Philadelphia, 
sailed from Wilmington at 9 A, M. 
Friday and ancho at 1A. M. yes- 
terday in the waters. of Ambrose 
Channel. Yesterday morning she 
proceeded to the upper bay, where 
newspaper men and photographers 
boarded her for the trip to the pier. 

After passing Quarantine at 1 
o’clock yesterday afternoon Captain 
M. G. Heimbrod, master -of the 
yacht, cruised the vessel around the 
waters of the harbor, demonstrating 
the equipment and waiting for favor- 
able tide and wind to go up the East 
River. The wind which swept the, 
waters of the harbor yesterday was 
considered too strong in which to 
dock the Savarona unassisted, and 
two tu were called. Later the 
wind abated slightly and Captain 
Heimbrod brought the yacht to the 
dock unaided. 


Runs Into Severe Gale. 


On the Savarona ‘were several 
naval architects and marine engi- 
neers, who accompanied the vessel 


from Wilmington to inspect her en- 
gines and appliances under actual 
test. An unanticipated exigency 
arose when the vessel met a severe 
gale off Cape May Light, which 
grew in intensity until it reached 
seventy-five-mile speed. 

To demonstrate two of the modern 
devices on the Savaroria the captain 
ordered the Sperry gyro-stabilizer 
into action to test the efficiency of 
the instrument in reducing rolling 
in hea weather. According to 
J. Av nald, President of the 
Henry J. Gielow Corporation, archi- 
tects who ee the Savarona, the 
stabilizer diminished the rolling of 
the yacht from 24 total degrees to 
total degrees. Before the instrument 
was applied the vessel was rolling 12 
degrees each way, he said. 

According to her builders, the 
Savarona, when fully outfitted and 
furnished, will be one of the finest 
yachts in the world. She will have 
accommodations for more than thirty 
guests besides the large owner’s suite 
on the main deck. is suite com- 
prises a large stateroom, sitting 
room, sun room, two baths, two 
dressing rooms and a maid’s room, 
It is just aft of the large lounge 
room, done in dark walnut and 
equipped with fireplaces for coal 
burning. The Savarona is said to be 
the only yacht so equipped. 

Most of the hardware on the five 
decks is gold-plated. The plumbing 
is entirely in black Italian marble 
and each linen closet and bedroom 
wardrobe is deeply lined in cedar. 

A small music room in the centre 
of the main deck contains a specially 
built pipe organ which by wire con- 
nections may be heard in nearly 
every part of the vessel. The organ 
is said to be worth $20,000. 

The Savarona is second in size only 
to three or four steam-driven yachts. 
She is 294 feet long, has a beam of 
38 feet 3 inches and a draft of 16 
feet. Her large beam enabled the 
installation of oil storage tanks with 
a total capacity of 102,000 ons. 
The ship’s cruising radius is_ esti- 
mated at more than 20,000 miles at 
18 knots.

Schultz was sentenced to two years 
and six months and the other two 
men to one year and six months.

Inland has outstanding 1,182,799 
shares of common and Youngstown 
987,606 shares.

It is expected that preferred stocks 
of both companies will be exchanged, 
share for share, for preferred stock 
of the new company.

The largest cash gains over 1926 
were $36,271,598 for the J. C. Penney 
Company, $20,656,120 for the Safe- 
way Stores, $19,105,181 for the F. W. 
Woolworth Company and $14,547,772 
for the S. S. Kresge Company. The 
largest. percentage gains were 67.4 
per cent. for the Piggly Wiggly 
Western States, 54.9 per cent. for the 
Schiff Company, 50.9 per cent. for 
the J. J.. Newberry Company and 45.9 
per cent. for Neisner Brothers. 

The only change in the ranking of 
the first ten stores was the rise of 
Penney from third place in 1926 ta 
second place last year and the de- 
cline of Kresge from second to third 
place.

Overproduction Has Resulted in 
Severe Competition, Says 
Mathias Niewenhous. 


CALLS IT BUYER’S MARKET 


Changed Conditions Require Pru- 
dence in. Estimating Costs, 
He Asserts. 


Mathias Niewenhous, President of 
the Niewenhous Company, builders, 
issued ‘a warning yesterday to the 
building industry on what he called 
the evils of “rather severe compe- 
tition.’’ Predicting intense trade ri- 
valry, Mr. Niewenhous said: 

“I believe we are entering upon 
an era of competition with which 
many of the younger builders of 
New York are not familiar. ‘HKasy 
conditions have prevailed almost 
without interruption since the close 
of the war. The enormous demands 
for housing and office space caused 
by suspension of building during the 
war created boom conditions, with 
attendant rising prices of materials 
and wages. In other words, for 
seven years we have had a. ‘seller’s’ 
market. 


Speculators Were Attracted. 


“The attractive possibilities of 
such a situation brought into the 
field many speculative interests 
whose ability to obtain liberal fi- 
nancing enabled them to build and 
sell at a profit, although their knowl- 
edge of the building business was 
extremely limited. Similarly, many 
new companies were organized by 
men who had gained experience as 
executives of the older companies, 
and were quick to grasp the oppor- 
tunity to start into business for 
themselves. All of these newcomers 
appear to have prospered, some of 


them extending their operations from | y 


small beginnings into very large 


volume. 

‘“‘Naturally, there was bound to be 
an end, and, as alw happens, we 
ran into overproduction before we 
we that there was more build- 
ing space available for all purposes 
than there was demand for. other 
words, we now are entering a buy- 
er’s market. 

‘It is doubtful if building com- 
panies which entered the field within 
the last ten years realize the diffi- 
culties of a market in which pru- 
dence and caution must be an es- 
sential factor in preparing estimates 
of costs, because until six months 
ago conditions favored the contrac- 
tor, and, even though he may have 
underestimated his costs and ‘taker 
a chance,’ the ‘breaks of the game’

“T have no disposition to be a 
prophet of evil, but I speak from the 
background of a company which has 
survived for over fifty years, and 
in my judgment, we have not had 
so dangerous a situation in the build- 
ing business in fifteen years as we 
ore entering upon right now. Dur- 
ing the last half of 1927 we saw prac- 
tically every important contract 
awarded on a low-bid basis, and in 
some instances there was a feeling 
on the part of many of us that the 
ee bid was too low for com- 
ort. 

**Now, the low bid is a proper basis 
of award where the competitors are 
of equal standing, but the low bid 
is not the proper basis of award 
where the list of competitors is com- 
posed of all sorts of contractors, 
some of whom are known to be care- 
ful and prudent and others of whom 
are known to be otherwise. Com- 
petition under such condition is not 
competition, but a scramble, and in 
the. event the winning bid results 
in a loss, or probability of loss, the 
owners and architects are likely to 
be the ones who will suffer when 
the job is done, if not before. 

‘Recently there have been several 
articles in newspapers quoting. lead- 
ers in finance and in real estate 
advising prospective investors in 
new buildings to investigate the 
credit ition of contractors seek- 
ing their work and urging that the 
low bid trom a contractor known to 
be careless of costs was not usually 


as good a bid from the owner’s point 


of view as the one submitted by a 
contractor whose reputation for care 
and caution in the matter of costs 
is known. This not only because of 
the financial risk, but because the 
builder who makes his proposal on 
the basis of careful survey of costs 
is also likely to be a contractor who 
takes pride in doing a good job. 
“T believe that this is sound ad- 
vice which contractors themselves 
can profitably take home to them- 
herby in the preparation of their

BIG SUBSIDY IS PROVIDED 


Measure Stipulates Shipping Board 
Shall Build the New Vessels if 
Purchaser Is Not Found. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 21,—Transfer 
of the United States Lines, which 
operates Government-owned ships on 
the North Atlantic lane, to a private 
corporation with a@ stipulation that 
such corporation would build two 
high-class passenger and cargo ves- 
sels to augment the service of the 
present flect was advocated in a 
speech in the House by Represen- 
tative Wainwright, Republican, of 
New York. : 

Mr. Wainwright directed attention 
to a bill he introduced earlier in 
the session providing for the’ sale of 
the United States Lines and author- 
izing an advance to the purchaser 
of not to exceed $30,000,000 bearing 
interest at the rate of 2 per cent., 
to enable him to make the two addi- 
tions to the fleet proposed. . 

To assure the maintenance of the 
United States Lines on the larger 
scale contemplated by the Wain- 
wright bill, the Postmaster General 
is empowered by the bill to enter 
into contracts of not exceeding ten 
years with the operators at a rate 
not in excess of $12 a mile for the 
actual number of miles traveled on 
each outward voyage. 

‘‘This is undoubtedly a more lib- 
eral mail subvention than has as yet 
been accorded under our law for car- 
riage of the foreign mail,’’ Mr. Wain- 
wright said. ‘The plans of the ships 
must be approved by the navy as 
suitable for naval auxiliaries. 

‘*But the bill also provides that in 
case no advantage is taken of such 
an offer by the Government, on rea- 


sonable terms, within six months, 
the: Shipping Board itself shall 
thereupon proceed to construct these 
two ships at a Son on for each of not 
to exceed $15,000 to be operated 
in the North Atlantic service as part 
of the United States Lines. 

“But I firmly believe that that al- 
ternative will prove unnecessary, an 
that if the Congress will authorize 
the sale of this line, with these ad- 
vantageous features, the right pur- 
chaser will soon come forward to 
take over and relieve the Govern- 
ment from the operation of this line 
under the reasonable assurance that 
at least one first-class American line 
will be from now on permanently 
operated on this our most important 
trade and pass r route.

Moreover, it will put new 
heart and life into our shipbuilding | hi 
industries and furnish our _ ship- 
builders the opportunity to demon- 
strate that we on this side can turn 
out as fine, as fast, as safe and as 
commodious ocean liners as can be 
built on the Clyde or elsewhere in 
the world.”’ 


RELIGIOUS SERVICES 
POPULAR AT SEA 


1,927 Masses Celebrated on the| 
Majestic Since 1922, the 
Line Reports. 





The large steamship companies 
often emphasize that religion is not 
neglected by passengers in the course 
of their sea trips. Many ships have 
altars, the Ile de France of the 
French Line declaring it has the larg- 
est altar afloat. The White Star 
Line gave out figures yesterday 
showing that since the Majestic en- 
tered the Atlantic service in May, 
1922, there have been 1,927 masses 
celebrated aboard and there have 
been 4,588 communicants.

It is in 
charge of the library steward, who 
acts as sacristan,

he morning, and sometimes it is 
Pc to utilize two altars. This 
was the case on one of the voyages 
in 1925, which was a Holy Year.

Will Come in This Session to 
Aid. Merchant Marine. 


MAIL CONTRACTS THE CRUX 


New Stresses ‘Point’ in Statement 
That Terms Should Be Long to 
Give Shipping Relief. 


Shipping ‘men are confident that 
the present Congress ‘will enact leg- 
islation that will aid the shipping 
situation. The:Jones bill progressed 
to the status of unfinished business 
during the week, which means that 
some action will be taken on it. In 
shipping circles the opinion of Ker- 
mit Roosevelt, expressed Thursday 
before the Propeller Club, that the 
conflicting elements in the various 
shipping bills now in Congress must 
be harmonized and that. satisfactory 
legislation would result, is popular. 

The only clash that seems to re- 
main is between one group that 
wants the Government to drop all 


control, and the other that want 
ships built immediately with Govern- 
ment help, without considering the 
question of eventual control. One 
group holds that removal of the Gov- 
ernment from the business is the 
first consideration, while the other 
believes that the Government can be 
eased out but should lend its imme- 
diate aid to shipbuilding regardless 
of when it quits control. 

The Copeland bill which provides 
for long-term contracts to American 
shipowners as mail carriers to en- 
courage shipbuilding is praised in 
shipping circles. It was shown yes- 
terday that Postmaster New ex- 
pressed the spirit of the Copeland 
bill when he discussed mail contracts 
made with shipping companies in his 
annual report. . 

‘The full measure of aid to Ameri- 
can gg contemplated by these 
contracts is not realized because of 
their limitation to a period of one 
year,’’ he said. ‘‘Shipowners are not 
encouraged to undertake new con- 
struction when there is the annual 
recurring possibility that the con- 
tracts may not be continued. Con- 
gress should give careful considera- 
tion to the question of authorizing 
these contracts for periods of from 
five to ten years.”’ 

The Committee on Ocean Trans- 
portation of the United States, in a 
statement advising the plan of mail 
contracts to American ships, traces 
the decadence of the American mer- 
chant marine from its former high 
standing, and says:

FINDS BARGE TRADE LAGS. 


Mississipp! River Survey Reports 
Equipment Is Inadequate. 


A survey by the Department of 
Commerce of conditions in the Miss- 
issippi River district served by the 
barge system which was recently 
started prompts an announcement 
that the cargo handled would be in- 
creased to five times its present 
volume if the barge line had ample 
equipment. The survey was made at 
the request of the Secretary of War. 

Shippers from Minneapolis to New 
Orleans were interviewed and rec- 
ords of the barge line’ sf services an- 
alyzed. The report sa 

‘“‘We have adhered  Mrictly to the 
consideration of present offerings of 
cargo and have not been swayed by 
indications of tonnage in large 
amounts at some distant date. Obvi- 
ously, what was desired in this re- 
search were facts upon which the 
.sanagement of the corporation could 
estimate the future demands upon its 

uipment.’’ 
The barges now handle about forty 
kinds of cargo, it was found, and 
nine others—lumber, coal, salt, sul- 
phur, fertilizer; fertilizer material, 
cement, lime and flour—are available 








if the equipment is furnished to the 
barges.

TRADE OPPORTUNITY GROWS 


Stores Shopped and Chain Store 
Competition Induce Independents 
to. Employ Alds. 


Increasing, competition, more mod- 
‘ern methods of distribution and 
changing habits of living are com- 
bining to bring into greater need 
workable methods of supplementing 
present types of constmer advertis- 
ing, especially of the national kind. 
Among the most effective of these, 
according to Laurence G. Meads, are 
coordinating window and interior 


displays for use by retail stores. Mr. 
Meads, whois head of the market- 
ing department of the Blackman 
Company of this city, said yesterday 
that advertising agencies are recog- 
nizing more and more the need of 
such displays and the necessity. of 
definitely planning them to produce 
sales, 

“One of the outstanding reasons 
why it is necessary to supplement 
advertising nowadays,’* Mr. Meads 
continued, “is that less time és spent 
in reading than there was ten or fif- 
teen years There are several 
reasons for this. Important among 
them is the tremendous increase in 
the number of hap rote egy 8 # pyrcesy 
and sold in this country wel py, orm 
period, for it-is Sovicue that t peo 
ple are driving or riding in, cars 
are not sitting around readin 

“What automobiles haven’t done 
toward lessening the amount of gen- 
eral reading the remarkable interest 
in other things has. In 1922 there 
were ay 60,000 radio sets in opera- 
tion; in 1927 ‘there were about 6 ,500,- 
000. Increasing mémberships in wo- 
men’s clubs, which has amounted to 
76 per cent. in the last couple of 
years, has also cut into reading. 

Bridge Vogue a Factor. 

“The growth. of the vogue for 
bridge has also been a factor. Only 
a few years ago an estimate of 20,- 
000 would probably have covered the 
bridge players of the country. At the 
end of last year it was. estimated 
that there were more than 3,000, 

A good hand of bridge cannot be 
played and magazines read at the 
same time. 

“Probably one of the most im 
tant reasons for less general rea ing 
than heretofore is the very great in- 
crease in the sitendunde ‘b at movin; 

icture shows in recent years. Wi 

ays estimated that while the aver- 
age weekly attendance in this coun-

In the 
face of this advertisers have been 
asking their agents to wane their 
copy or do something different in

Under such circumstances the agent 
is slow, indeed, who ignores the in- 
creased effectiveness that good dis- 
plays can give to his campaign.”’

ALBANY, Jan. 21.—Only two appli- 
cations for permission to develop 
water power. were received in 1927, 
according to the annual report to the 
Legislature of the Water Power and 
Control Commission, now a division 
in the State Conservation Depart- 
ment. 

During this period a deadlock pre- 
vailed between the Governor and the 
Republican legislative leaders on the 
subject of water power, the Governor 
being: firm for the development and 
sale of power by a State power 
authority and the Republicans bein 
equally determined that developmen 
should be made by lease of State 
waters to supervised private com- 
panies. 

On the St. Lawrence River power 
project, the most mooted of all pro- 

posed evelopments, the report 
urges action and points out that by 
the time the works can be con- 
structed all the power that can be 
developed will be required.

FIRE LOSS LAST YEAR 
$60,000,000 LOWER 


Protection Association Official 
Tells Conference Redaction Is 
Due to Modern Methods. 


Special to The New York Times. 
ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., Jan. 21.— 
A reduction of nearly $60,000,000 in 
fire losses in the. United States in 
1927 from those of 1926 was the first 
Mecrease in ten years, Franklin H. 


Wentworth, Boston Secretary of the 
National Fire Protection Association, 
told the Executive Committee of that 
organization at the semi-annual con- 
ference held here. 

He attributed the. downward trend 
in fire.waste to modernizing fire de- 
partments in most of the large cities 
in the country, adding that it was 
the object of the association to make 
fire departments. preventive as well 
as extinguishing organizations. 

“Fire departments,” he said, ‘‘in- 
stead of being mere water-throwing 
organizations, are coming to be fire- 
preventive organizations by adding 
fire-preventive bureaus to the depart- 
ments. By making inspections in- 
stead of sitting around the fire 
houses waiting for alarms, fire haz- 
ards are discovered and firemen are 
better able to combat conflagrations 
without the loss of life.’’ 

Mr. Wentworth said that the fire 
loss in 1916 was $300,000,000, which 
steadily increased . to $560,000,000 in 

1926. The loss in 1927 is hea ex- 
pected to exceed $500,000,000. 


OUR AUTOS WORRY ITALY. 


Makers There Plan European Move 
to Keep Down Imports. 


MILAN, Jan. 21 ().—Invasion of 
European countries by American au- 
tomobiles almost caused Italian man- 
ufacturers to cancel the annual salon 
here, but it-has now been decided to 
hold the. usual show from May 15 
to May 30. 

Italian manufacturers hope, how- 
— that something can be done 

by the European automobile indus- 
try to keep American cars out of 
what they consider their own mar- 
ket. This question of a European 
cartel is to be taken up at a confer- 
ence in Paris soon. 

Italy, ‘which considers itself spe- 
cially invaded, has neither iron ore 
nor coal, and her automobile makers 
want some means devised to protect 
them from American competition. 

At.a conference a few days ago 
Premier Mussolini acknowledged that 
the highest possible customs tariff 
would not bar American products 
and that there was. no way to keep 
American agents from taking large 
space in Italian newspapers to ad- 
vertise their wares. Italian manu- 
facturers say they cannot afford this 
publicity.

It Sin be recalled that as long 
as 1920 the leaders of the Nationalist 
revolution here were’ flirting with 
Moscow in their search for foreign 
assistance in the campaign against 
Peking. The late Dr. Sun Yat- 
who roamed the world spreadi the 
gospel of the revolution he did so 
much to inspire, found the new Rus- 
sia only too willing ‘to lend an at- 
tentive ear to his gs and a flat- 
tering Ser to his emipitions. The 
latter went as far as persuading the 
Sovietized Chinese to elect Dr. Sun 
and Nicolai Lenin as their Presi- 
dents that year, the Chinese workers 
in Moscow clamorously proclaiming 
bie easgd men their saviors and their 

e 


Motives Disregarded. 
None was so ready to treat the 
China of the revolution as equals as 


the Soviet. The basic reason for this 
eagerness was not considered, it 
would seem, the late leader of the 
Cantonese feeling it sufficient that 
here, at last, was u nation that 
understood him and his d 
scheme for the New China. It is not 
a national characteristic of the 
Chinese to accept aid without seek- 
ing the motive of the donor. Yet it 
would seem that the late Dr. Sun 
if he thought of motives at all was 
willing at the time to overlook that 
sinister side of the alliance and ‘take 
the Soviet sympathy and aid’ at. its 
face value as coming.from one revo- 
lutionary Government to another. 
From 1920 until 1923 little “was 
done in the way of active assistance. 
The Soviet was still. not sure that 
the revolution - the South was the 
better faction to back. Peking was 
worth dallying with for a while 
longer. But in 1923 the men in 
Moscow decided to proceed with the 
plan that was to make the Reds in 
China the most powerful influence 
in the country, and one which, but 
for the firm gn eg of a com- 
 eebatg ry smal up of Kuomin- 
leaders would doubtless today 
stil ag running the Nationalist move- 
men 
In 1923, Michael Borodin came into 
the scheme of things as high adviser 
whatever goverriment Dr. Sun 
Yat-sen and his colleagues might care 
to set up. Dr. Sun met the Soviet 
Envoy to China, the late M. Joffe, 
in Shanghai and they agreed on the 
latter’s plan to provide advisers, 
money, arms and, in short, put the 
nebulous theorizings of the good 
*‘tsung-li,’’ or leader, as Dr. Sun was 
universally known, into § practical 
form. Dr. Sun had met Borodin, ac- 
cording to the latter’s tale of how 
he got into the revolution, and when 
M. Joffe way | ted Borodin take 
charge of the Russian advisorate, the 
tsung-li agreed readily enough.

Five New Books Present a Sympostum on the Ecclesiastical Schism 


No reunion was achieved. Indeed, there 
was an indication of disunion. But at least 
we know where we are. The proceedings, 
of which the notes have been edited by 
Canon Bates, constitute an invaluable rec- 
ord of the agreements and disagreements 
which determine the position. 

At these conferences the Roman Church, 
though absent, exercised a strong, if an 
implied, influence. Even the most Protes- 
tant delegates knew that reunion without 
Rome would be imperfect. Indeed, the 
Anglo-Catholics came to Lausanne with 
their minds full of previous conversation 
with Cardinal Mercier. To elaborate the 
simplicities of Protestantism and so to con- 
ciliate both the Roman and Eastern 
churches was thus an understandable ten- 
dency. On the other hand, there had also

been prolonged discussions at Lambeth 
between the Anglicans and the Noncon- 
formists, and here the tendency was 
toward Protestantism. The via media was 
thus perplexing. A step, either to the 
right or to the left, would be fatal. 

Two startling events resolved the situa- 
tion: First, the essential Protestantism of 
Britain, acting through the House of Com- 
mons, rejected an amended Prayer Book 
which included the Reservation of the 
Sacrament. Secondly, the Pope declared 
that the only church founded by Christ is 
the Roman Church; that reunion, as dis- 
cussed, is impossible, and that it is the 
duty of separated persons to seek admission 
into the Roman Church and to accept the 
infallible authority of the Supreme Pontiff. 

It is true that both events area return 
to the status quo. If the Prayer Book is 


not altered, it remains the same; and, in 


XIII, in 1896, insisted on the nullity of the 
reformed orders of clergy. Still, there has 
been a double shock to many. illusions. 

It is thus a great advantage that, at this 
moment we should have the documents, 
clearly set out, on which the Papal claim. 
80 stoutly asserted and so stoutly denied, 
is based. The evidence, collected by Pro- 
feasors Shotwell and Loomis, includes the 
passages in the New Testament which af- 
fect the primacy of St. Peter, and what- 
ever else is held to be material in the ex- 
tant writings of the first four centuries. 

Here, then, we have the appeal to an- 
tiquity set out by a critical scholarship. 
To the authenticity of this materia] ‘‘there

seems little likelihood,’’ so we read, ‘‘of 
serious chalienge.’’ We may pay no atten- 
tion to Hippolytus, but at least Hippolytus 
was “genuine."’ The answer of the Protes- 
tant must be, not that the traditions are 
invented but that the traditions, like Gen- 
eral Councils themselves—to quote a fa- 
mous phrase—‘“‘have erred.’’ 

In this direct conflict of belief a vast 
population is ranged, both on one side and 
on the other. It is only to the arbitrament 
of human destiny that such an issue can 
be referred. But in the meantime we have 
the Roman Church as a fact, militant, 
dogmatic, eager, determined to conquer 
and not to coalesce; a phenomenon, loved 
or hated, but in either case impossible to 
ignore. It is with this ancient Church in 
@ modern world that our other three vol- 
umes deal. 


We are bound to state the issue plainly. 
The question is not whether the Roman 
Chureh shall be weakened or—which is 
absurd—brought to an end. The question 
is whether all other churches are to be ab- 
sorbed by the Roman Catholic Church or 
obliterated. Is that or is it not ‘“‘a cor- 
summation devoutly to be wished?’’

$S book is a valuable contri- 
bution to the literature, ai- 
ready considerable, that has 
grown up around the Federal 
Reserve System. Senator Glass, Dr. 
Willis and Mr. Harding, formerly 
Governor of the Reserve Board, 
have described the origin and early 
history of our notable experiment 
in centralized banking and elastic 
currency; Dr. Kemmerer and nu- 
merous other writers have de- 
scribed the system’s machinery. 
None of these other books, however, 
treats so clearly and completely as 
Dr. Burgess does the actual work- 
ing of its mechanism, its relations 
with and effect upon the general 
money market, its actual policies in 
such matters as discount rates, gold 
reserves and prices. His discussion 
concerns itself little with the the- 
oretical side of these considera- 
tions; it undertakes to show prac- 
tical results in actual] instances and 
the ‘reason for them. It therefore 
throws light on many controverted 
problems of policy, though the 
book . itself not controversial. In 
many respects it resembles Walter 
Bagehot’s classic analysis of the 
Bank of England’s operations, in 
his “Lombard Street,’’ with the ex- 
ception that Bagehot was engaged 
in challenging certain official ideas 
and policies of the bank itself. 

Dr. Burgess’s description of the 
varying day-by-day activities of the 
Reserve banks is extremely clear 
and comprehensive. The subject is 
technica], but the discussion is not 
obscured by technicality of lan- 
guage or illustration. The author's 
effort manifestly is to explain 
even the more complicated trans 
actions of the system in such man- 
ner as to make them comprehensi- 
ble not only to the banking profes- 
sion but to the uninformed general 
public. His‘ discussion has more 
analogy with -the textbook of an 
experienced educator rather than 
with the usual treatise of econo 
mists of bankers. 

Since the author has been for 
many years in close personal touch 
with the operations and policies of 
the New York Reserve Bank, 
which are in most respects the key 
to those of the Reserve System as 
a whole, his judgment on contro 
verted policies of the system nat- 
urally possesses great interest. 
There are two such questions, re- 
garding which financial and eco- 
nomic opinion is not a unit in its 
view of actual Reserve Bank pol- 
icles. One concerns action on the 
official discount rate, when and 
why it should be changed and what 
should be its relation to the gen- 
eral market. 

Dr. Burgess takes no aggressive 
ground on the recent dispute as to 
whether the Reserve banks or the 
Reserve Board should initiate a 
new rate, but he evidently accepts 
the argument that the board has 
no mandatory power. Nor does 
he engage in controversy over the 
raising of Reserve bank rates to 7 
per cent. during the crisis of 1920. 
To the contention, not so often 
heard nowadays, that the Reserve 
banks themselves precipitated trou- 
ble by their action of that period, 
he gives the conclusive answer, 
which was ignored in 1920 only by 
sufferers from the inevitable ‘‘de- 
flation’’ who were looking for a 
scapegoat, that ‘‘the sinking of the 
reserve ratio lat one time to the 
legal minimum) was one of the fac- 
tors making discount rate increases 
imperative.’’ 

As regards the reason for raising 
or lowering an official di 


Bess argues strongly that, except 
perhaps for 1919 and 1920, prece- 
dent has proved to be in the 
United States of limited value. He 
describes a change in rate as now- 
adays merely ‘‘public recognition 
by a group of responsible and well- 
informed people of a change in the 
credit situation,’’ and gives the 
opinion that advances or reductions 
“have assumed an importance far 
beyond their purely economic sig- 
nificance as changes in the price 
which member banks pay for ac- 
commodation at a Reserve bank ”’ 

The reader of Dr. Burgess’s book 
will probably be disappointed at the 
dismissa] of this phase of the sub- 
ject without discussing the attitude 
of a Reserve bank toward absorp- 
tion of credit in speculation. Per- 
sonal statements by officers of Re- 
serve banks and of the Reserve 
Board in November, 1925, made it 
very plain that the curbing of 
speculative excesses, on the Stock 
Exchange and in real estate, were 
a powerful contributory motive for 
that month’s advance of rates. 
Perhaps the author considers the 
question to be covered by the fact 
that, even in 1925, the altered rate 
recognized change in the credit 
situation. At all events, Federal 
Reserve authorities have scrupu- 
lously avoided taking responsibility 
for direct interference with specu- 
lation. The matter is admittedly 
very delicate. 

The argument that Reserve Bank 
rates ought, like rates at the Bank 
of England, to be above, not below, 
the open market, Dr. Burgess dis- 
putes. His position is that the 
character and standing of paper re- 
discounted at London and in the 
United States differs essentially; 
that the Bank of England does not 
lend ordinarily to private banks 
but to individual bill brokers, 
whereas American  rediscounts 
apply to promissory notes endorsed 
by member banks or to member 
bank’s own notes secured by elig- 
ible paper for Government obliga- 
tions. He holds that the member 
bank’s pledge of its own credit 
places the loan in a position where 
a higher discount rate might. 
“‘make it unprofitable for banks to 
borrow,” or might ‘“‘make the rate 
a ‘penalty rate’.”" The argument is 
plausible, even if not entirely con- 
vincing economically. Perhaps the 
policy will have to be determined 
eventually by longer experience. 

The second question which has 
confused the public mind in the 
Reserve Bank operations, is what 
the author call the “‘gold paradox."’ 
He means the absence of progres- 
sive and violent advance in com- 
modity prices as a consequence of 
the abncrmal increase in the coun- 
try’s stock of gold. This gold stock, 
most of which goes into the Fed- 
eral Reserve, had increased 50 per 
cent. in six years, whereas the gen- 
eral level of commodity prices 
scarcely changed, and at times de- 
clined considerably 

Foreign economists had  pro- 
nounced this sequence of events 
illogical and unreasonable. Mr. 
Maynard Keynes, who had confi- 
dently predicted inflation of gen- 
eral prices in the United States, de- 
clared that the normal policy of a 
central bank was perverted when 
the Federal Reserve Board ‘‘began 
to accept gold without allowing it 
to exercise its full influence, merely 
because an expansion of credit and 
prices seemed at that moment un- 
desirabie.’’ Even so conservative an 
economist as Sir Josiah Stamp de- 
scribed the policy of the Federal 
Reserve as being based on ‘‘a com- 
plex process’ which ‘‘keeps prices 
steady, partly by ‘sterilizing’ the 
gold as it arrives, and acting al- 
most as though it does not exist.”

His analysis is exceedingly inter- 
esting. The policy has found ex- 
pression, he points out,-1 Tour dis- 
tinct ways: (1) through resistance 
to ‘secondary expansion”; (2) 


through putting Reserve Bank gold } the 


into circulation; (3) through an 
open market and discount policy 
adjusted to gold movements, (4) 
through aid to restoration of the 
gold standard abroad. By “‘sec- 
ondary expansion” the author 
means the theoretical possibility 
that rediscounts at the Reserve 
banks, and the member bank re- 
serves based upon them, might in- 
crease indefinitely in proportion to 
increase in the system’s gold re- 
serve, with resultant expansion 
of member bank credit. ‘Primary 
expansion,"’ in response to gold im- 
ports by private banks and the plac- 
ing of the gold as a reserve credit 
in the Federal bank, is an inevi- 
table consequence of the gold move- 
ment because enlargement of pri- 
vate bank reserves and credit facili- 
ties follows automatically. But the 
secondary expansion will] not neces- 
sarily occur and in fact, as Dr. 
Burgess points out, it has not re- 
sulted from the large gold imports 
since 1920. During that period, 
“Reserve Bank loans and invest- 
ments have been reduced, not ex- 
pand : 

The restraint on such expansion 
of loans and credits is ascribed by 
Dr. Burgess, first to the reluctance 
of member banks to borrow heavily 
from the Federal Reserve, but sec- 
ond to the influence of the Reserve 
banks themselves. He admits that 
the Reserve banks ‘‘have refrained 
from investmenta which would put 
the new gold to work,” and that 
“their discount and open-market

The put- 
ting of gold into circulation in 
place of Federal Reserve notes, 
our author adds, ‘‘has not in prac- 
tice sterilized imported gold. The 
only effect has been to reduce tem- 
porarily the reserve percentage of 
the system.”’ As a plain matter of 
fact, criticiam of a banking insti- 
tution for not expanding its credit 
operations in constant and full re- 
lation to its reserve, or for using 
superfluous gold holdings of its 
own for making ordinary payments 
when it might theoretically have 
issued notes, is criticism of con- 
servative banking practice in all 
stages of our financial history. 
Dr. Burgess’s views on “‘present 
tendencies’’ in the gold market are 
highly interesting. After explain-

Like numerous 
other recent disclosures regarding 
the international debit-and-credit 
position, the facts thus emphasized 
suggest that the problems of the 
world’s indebtedness to America 
and of the endless accumulation of 
the world’s gold in this country~— 
problems which not very long ago 
seemed insoluble—may find solu- 
tion in an unexpected way. 

The estimate of Dr. Burgess on 
foreign reserve balances in this 
country will be read in the light of 
the similar Department of Com- 
merce calculation. Based on ex- 
haustive inquiry in banking circles, 
it was summarized by Secretary 
Hoover as proving that, even a 
year ago, ‘‘foreigners had on de- 
posit in American banks $1,443,- 
000,000," to which were added for- 
eign holdings on deposit with 
American agents and trustees of 
amounting to about $1,878,000,000."’ 
The conceivable implication of 
these facts, in regard to the Fed- 
eral Reserve and the banking posi- 
tion, Dr. Burgess recognizes as of 
the first importance.

his head further furious denunci- 
ation from his fellow-countrymen.

Cold shouldered by 
the war party, he refused to seek 
its favor by joining in hymns to 

























headed. but weakness; they are 
doubly to blame, as he sees it, for 
the cataclysm, because, though not 
desirous of war, they simply blun- 
dered into it, dragged along by the 
war party at Vienna, who impera- 
tively needed victories on the bat- 
tlefield to restore the greatly dam- 
aged prestige of Austria-Hungary.

He traces Germany's adherence 
to Austria, which cost her the 
friendship of Russie, back to 1875. 
Much of the blame he attributes to 
Bismarck, at that time already 
past his prime as a statesman, and 
actuated to such an extent by his 


hatred for Gortchakoff, the Rus 
sian Foreign Minister, that he mis- 
read Germany's real interests. In 
the days of Bismarck’s greatness, 
writes Lichnowsky, he made Ger- 
many play Russia's game against 
Austria; in the days of his decline 
he made her play Austria’s against 
Russia. 

Russia was the friend to have, 
not Austria. The latter, insists 
Lichnowsky, would have been 
forced to seek German protection 
in any case, being without other 
friends, so it was futile to seek to 
conciliate her; as for Italy, the 
third member with Germany and 
Austria-Hungary, of the Triple Al- 
Hance, she would have thrown in 
her lot anyhow with Germany's op- 
ponents, in the event of war, so 
it was futile for Germany to play 
the Triple Alliance's game against 
the Entente for the sake of pleas- 
ing Italy.

There could be no more talk of 
stopping the conflict nor of local- 
izing it. Within a few days not 
only Austrian and Serbian troops 
were embattled, but also Germany 
Russian, Belgian, British and 
French. 

Prince Lichnowsky received his 
passports; King George expressed 
his regret at not being able to see 
him again; the German dipiomai 
returned to Germany, which he had 
left in peace and prosperity, and 
found it an armed camp, with 
cannon thundering on its eastern 
and western borders, with hun 
dreds of thousands of men tramp- 
ing to the: fields of death. And, 
looking upon this Germany, he re- 
flected--as he has set down in his 
book :

HE Christmas season has 
brought us such a flood of 
important and insignificant 
books that one has to content 
one’s self with pointing out only a 
few of the new publications. 
Gene Schickele, who last year de- 
lighted us with the enchanting love 
story of the young Alsatian Baron 


great novel: “Ein Erbe am Rhein” 
(A Heritage on the Rhine), brought 
out by Kurt Wolff (Munich). He 
has subtitled this book “Blick auf 
die Vogesen’’ (Contemplation of 
the Vosges). For after the loss of 
his wife and his Italian mistress 
has roused Claus von Breuschheim 
from the voluptuous dream of his 
youth and made him a man, he is 
held only by the desperate fate of 
his home, the beautiful, fertile 
country that is tossed about from 
one conqueror to the other, that is 
poisoned and debilitated by fierce 
inner strife. This second volume of 
the novel takes us deep into Alsa- 
tian politics, reveals the desolation 
which the second Peace of Versail- 
les has wrought there. Not that 
Claus von Breuschheim, member 
of an ancient family of the Alsatian 
nobility—and a screen for the au- 
thor himself—wishes the return of 
German domination. Alsace for 
the Alsatians, a stretch of neutral 
land between the two arch enemies 
—this is his solemn and fervent be- 
lief, for which all parties persecute 
and condemn him. But coura- 
geously, and with the inexhaustible 
humorous gayety of that border 
people in whom French and Ger- 
man blood have mingled for cen- 
turies, he hopes for the future. 
His elder brother, on the other 
hand, begins by being a perfect 
German cuirassier in Pasewalk 
and then endeavors to become a 
perfect Frenchman—an irreconcil- 
able conflict that brings him to in- 
sanity and a wretched death. In 
quite a different sense than the 
first volume of the trilogy, this is 
a book of such poetic magnitude, 
of such great descriptive power 
that fills the framework of the 
story with a colorful multitude of 
vitally alive figures—a book of 


such ardently virile patriotism and | 
of such brilliant clarity of presen- | 


tation and style, that none other of 
this year’s novels can approach it. 
*,° 


ULL of fierce and unbridled 
impetuosity is Balder Olden’s 
novel, ‘Ich bin Ich” (I am I), 
published by the Universitas Ver- 
lag of Berlin. Fierce and turbu- 
lent as the life of itagMero, Carl 


Peters, the conqueror of East 
Africa. It seems welded together 
with powerful hammer strokes 


rather than written with the pen; 
we race through it at a furious 
pace. Only such frenzied speed 
could bring out the demoniac- 
ally stern and ungovernabie tem- 
perament of this adventurer. 
Balder Olden reveals extraordinary 
literary gifts. The entire book is 
executed in one bold, sweeping 
stroke. He conceals nothing, 
glosses over none of the sinister 
characteristics of the man who al- 
most laid a present of half of Af- 
rica at the feet of Germany, until 
lack of understanding at home, pet- 
tiness on the part of the rulers, and 
the intrigues of high political cir- 
cles destroyed the magnificence of 
his gift and heaped scorn and in- 
gratitude upon him. Even as Co- 
lumbus, as all conquerors of all 
time have been rewarded with con- 
temptuous ingratitude ‘at home. 
Bismarck recognized the greatness 
of the man, called him unparalleled. 
But he was afraid of colonies. The 
wise old Chancellor alone knew 


how carefully the ship of state had | m 


to be steered through thousands of 
reefs, sandbanks and hidden rocks, 


how thin were its planks. Yes—he 
feared the excessive load with 
which Peters’s audacious plans 
threatened it, and he gave no help. 
Carl Peters’s destiny became as 
tragic as a Shakespearean drama. 
Not entirely free of a secret con- 
sciousness of guilt, he rushed for- 
ward, by way of expiation, with 
a tremendous impetuosity where a 
little thought should frequently 
have made him pause. Olden, how- 
ever, is not writing a historically 
accurate biography, but a work of 
fiction built around a man; so that 
we may be justified in doubting 
whether some single events ac- 
tually took place as he depicts 
them. In a book of this sort, 
though, facts do not matter as 
much as inner veracity. And here 





the truth has been firmly grasped , 
and perfectly modeled. The sub-| 
terranean current of cruelty in 
Peters’s character—as in that of all 
conquerors—drove him to commit 
countless crimes against noble and | 
innocent women who gave him their 
love. And fate selected a wretched 
little negress, a slave, to seal the 
final doom of the fallen hero with 
her death. Thus ended the most 
virile of men who did not fit into 
that sated age of peace. 

Now it has become history. Eng- 
land, whom Carl Peters honored 
with such fervent love-hate, is rul- 
ing in East Africa. And most of 
the courageous work of coloniza- 
tion through which the Germans in 
the course of twenty-five years 
transformed the jungie into a 
blooming and fertile country, thus 
justifying the most ambitious 
dreams of Car! Peters, now lies in 
ruins. By the time Germany had 
learned how to rule colonies they 
were taken away from her. A 
tragic fate, as tragic as that of her 
demoniacally audacious son.

The next best 
thing is the annual census of book 
production, for which we are in- 
debted to the enterprise of the Pub- 
lishers’ Circular. A year ago an 
unfavorable report had to be pre- 
sented, owing to the mining stop- 
page’ and the consequent business 
uncertainty and depression. Today 
the publishing trade has reason to 
be more cheerful, for the new is- 
sues during 1927, amounting to a 
total of 13,810, are not only 1,011 
in advance of 1926, but 608 more 
than in 1925, the previous record 
year. The bulk of the year's in- 
crease is in new editions, which 
number 666, as against 345 entirely 
new books. By far the greatest in- 
creases are in juvenile literature 
(412) and fiction (404). Religion 
also shows a substantial gain, as 
one might have expected from the 
interest taken during the year in 
theological and ecclesiastical dis- 
cussions. The biggest drop is in 
technology (124). The order of the 
principa) totals runs: Fiction, ju- 
venile literature, religion, soci- 
ology, poetry (including drama) 
and science. The domestic arts 
are at the bottom of the list, but

these tables indicates that the Fall 


retains its predominance as the 
riod of greatest publishing activity. 
An interesting development is the 
tendency of the Spring season to 
spread itself out over the first half 
of the year.

This 
new feature is welcomed by the 
Publishers’ Circular as a more sen- 
sible adaptation of supply to de- 
mand.

ORNEILLE’S comedies are not

very close to Moliére. True, the 
two great playwrights did collab- 
orate on one occasion, in ‘‘Psyché,’’ 
a@ comedy-ballet played before Louis 
XIV. But when he published it 
Moliére took care to say that he 
himself wrote only the scenario, 
the first act, the first scene of the 
second act, and the first scene of 
the third; that the verses for the 
incidental music—the ‘‘lyrics,"”’ as 
you would say today--were Qui- 
nault’s; and that the remainder 
was written by Corneille. Louis 
XIV did not like to wait, and his 
Majesty’s commands had to be 
complied with tn the time he had 
ordained. 

It is also true that Corneille’s 
part of “Psyché’’ is written in 
more beautiful verse than Moliére’s. 
The great comic writer was a keen 
observer of the vices and eccen- 
tricities of men; but while Cor- 
neille was a more naturally gifted 
poet, he did not have the other’s 
peculiar talent, and could not have 
written the Ecole des Femmes,” 
““Tartuffe” or “Le Misanthrope.”’ 
Each man bas his share.

like the comedy in which Corneille 
and Moliére really did collaborate. 
He was haunted by this idea. 

But, contrary to general expecta- 
tion, Pierre Louys’s ‘‘Psyché” has 
only its name in common with the 
mythological fable retold by the 
Latin romancer Apuleius and used 
by various moderns, besides Mo- 
Hére and Corneille, by La Fontaine, 
Lamartine, and even by Victor de 
Laprade, a spiritualist and Chris- 
tian nineteenth century poet of the 
utmost mediocrity. Pierre Louys 
loved antiquity and often borrowed 
subjects from it; but this time, and 
despite the title, he wrote a mod- 
ern novel. 

The name of the heroine is Mme. 
Psyché Vannetty, while the hero is 
called M. Aimery Jouvelle. They 
are people of the fashionable Paris 
of today, and the action is laid 
first in Paris, on the heights of 
Ménilmontant, and then in Brit- 
tany, in a very romantic chateau, 
the ideal frame for a story of this 
sort. It is a love story, of course. 
Its first part tells of the birth of 
this mutual p ; the d de- 
scribes—or, rather, sings—its great- 
est height, and is a veritable prose 
poem, containing some of Pierre 
Louys’s most beautiful passages; a 
third part, which unfortunately has 
been lost, was to have depicted the 
decline of this love to the fatal dé- 
nouement, when poor Psyché, 
abandoned, dies of cold and grief in 
the snow one Winter night.

N “Iron and Smoke’ Miss 
Sheila Kaye-Smith has added 
to a list of novels already 
lengthy for a young author. 
Many of these novels have been 
well received, and their creator 
has shown aptness both at dra- 
matic plot and character draw- 
ing. She also has shown that 
her work is not free from faults, 

some of them serious. j 

There is one word that a writer 

about books hesitates to use, for it 
has not yet gained standing in the 
eritic’s vocabulary. That is the 
word. “readable.” Yet it alone ex- 
presses the precise quality of ‘‘Iron 
and Smoke’’ which most impresses. 
Whether by happy accident or by 
design, when the plot of the novel 
is about to submerge the charac- 
ters these assert their individuality 
and push the plot under; when the 
narrative threatens to become too 
exclusively a study of character the 
plot is brought to the fore. The re- 
sult is that in readableness the book 
never falters. 


Her theme is the apsorption of a 
man’s love of the woman he mar- 
ries by his love of land. The prin- 
cipal character of the narrative is 
Sir Humphrey Mallard, Bart. (as 
all know, Miss Kaye-Smith is Eng- 
lish).

If Miss Kaye-Smith, with this 
idea for a beginning, had but kept 
it resolutely in mind, if she could 
have worked at the theme as @ 
Dostoievsky or a Hardy could 
have done, as a Knut Hamsun did 
in “Growth of the Soil,’’ she would 
have had a masterly piece of work, 
if not, in fact, a masterpiece. But 
she has not held to her purpose 
with such singleness of aim. She 
imports another woman into the 
story—a woman who, although 
married herself and with children, 
had been Mallard’s mistress before 
the wedding with Ironmonger Bar- 
stow’s pretty daughter. Miss Kaye- 
Smith appears to think that she 
has thus strengthened her story, 
for Sir Humphrey Mallard is al- 
leged to have sacrificed also to the 
land his passion for his mistress, 
sinee, could she have married him, 
zhbe would have brought him no 


vincing, and one must look else- 
where for the purpose of the story. 
And this purpose gradually makes 
its appearance. Sir Humphrey 
is allowed to die of pneumoniae;

THE GARDEN OF EDEN 


F late, in the mode of the 

times, Shaw and John Erskine 

have adapted the legend of 
the Garden of Eden. Presenting 
Adam and Eve using modern 
speech or with modern social sig- 
nificance was smart and provoca- 
tive at a casual glance. Unfortu- 
nately this cleverness is only of 
good service for the first flight, 
suffering severely upon repetition. 
As a form of literature it is a 
superficial and cheap application of 
the richest legendary materials. 

Murray Sheehan, a new writer, 
who has advanced considerably 
from his novel of last year, has 
handled’ the Garden of 
Eden legend with sim- 
plicity, understanding and 
dignity. He has no thesis 
to argue. He is aware of 
natural man’s regard for 
awe and wonder. He is, 
too, in his reflection of 
life a poet and a humor- 
ist; he has re-created the 
figures of Adam and Eve, 
refurbishing their primal 
state from his imagina- 
tion, and has told their 
simple dramatic lives with 
insight into man’s first 
disobedience and the be- 
ginning of wisdom. 

The opening of “Eden,” 
which accounts for the 
birth of Adam beneath the 
tree of wisdom in the Gar- 
den, is typical of the re- 
straint, deep feeling and 
gentle humor in which 
the novel has been con- 
ceived. The pastoral qual- 
ity of the early chapters 
is blended with Adam’s in- 
herent capacity to enjoy 
Paradise. It is fresh and 
timeless. with Lilith intro- 
ducing the single discor- 
dant note and Eve appear- 
ing to counteract her inftu- 
ence.

Mr. Sheehan has not taken a 
famous old legend and exhausted 
it by his treatment. He has visual- 
ized it broadly; his characteriza- 
tions are individualized. His fancy 
has embellished it with persuasive 
conceits of poignancy and loveli- 
ness. The glamour of Cain’s youth 
with the old she-goat, his encoun- 
ters with Lilith are concepts of 
imaginative force.

the credit for the counter-Reforma- 
tion which saved the Catholic sys- 
tem must be awarded in large 
measure to St. Ignatius Loyola. 

Yet here we have a volume from 
the pen of a former Jesuit priest 
who devoted twenty years of his 
life to the service of the order and 
now denounces it with the bitter- 
ness of a disillusioned enthusiast. 
“The life of the order,’’ says he, 
“gradually demoralizes men, nat- 
urally of fine and generous tenden- 
cies, and turns them into weak, 
cowardly, insincere wrecks of man- 
hood, with slave minds and ruined 
nerves.”’ 


In using such language Dr. Boyd 
Barrett denies that he is attacking 
his faith: 

The Society of Jesus, though 
often called the ‘Grenadier 
Guards of the Pope,”’ is no more 
an essential part of the Catholic 
Church than is the Horse Guards 
an essential part of the British 
Empire. No doubt it has en- 
joyed the favor of many Popes, 
just as the Horse Guards has en- 

ed the favor of many lish

We do not accept Dr. Boyd Bar- 
rett’s indictment at face value. 
Some of his complaints seem to us 
to be trivial. In other cases we 
should like to hear the other side. 
It might be argued, so we assume, 
that this student of psychother- 
apy found himself to be something 
of a square peg in a round hole 
and that the Society of Jesus, en- 
forcing authority, is not to blame 
if one of its brethren resents au- 
thority. Yet, after all reservations 
have been made, we have in these 
pages a tragic picture of initiative 
struggling against a rule of obedi- 
ence; nor, of necessity, is ‘‘the 
enigma’’ confined to Jesuitry. It 
extends to the entire field of faith. 
The whole duty of all men is not 
belief. There is also a duty laid on 
some men to think and to inquire. 

As it seems to us, Mr. Shuster is 
a case in point. Here is a man of 
the highest literary attainments, of 
the widest culture and of the most 
loyal citizenship who finds in ‘‘the 
leisurely, wise Old World Church”’ 
his spiritual home. Yet he is faced 
by the task of envisaging this most 
ancient of Christian communions 
in the most modern civilizations. 

In quoting from a book written 
with such precision and after con- 

sultation with others, there is al- 
ways a danger of doing injustice. 
But we gather that broadly Mr. 
Shuster’s attitude toward the Ro- 
man Church as an institution is 
that she ‘‘is precisely 1,776 years 
older than the United States Gov- 
ernment’ and that her counsel to 
kings in the Middle Ages ‘‘would be 
quite inappropriate if dispatched to 
Mr. Coolidge."’ To give an illustra- 
tion: 

For myself, I can think of no 
prayer more beneficial to the mis- 
sionary work of the Catholic 
Church than this: May the In- 
quisition be deplored in ringing 
terms by all men, whoever th 
may be, so that the memory of it 
may be buried for evermore! 

This is not a complete disposal of 
the paradox. To condemn the In- 
quisition is as easy as to condemn 
the Crusades. The real question to 
be answered is why the Inquisitors 

with their tortures and the Cru- 
saders with their brigandage were 
able to sing the hymns that they 
did sing, pray the prayers that they 
did pray and paint pictures, build 
sanctuaries and carve statues 
which are unsu as reverent 
disclosures of a divine love. 


In his treatment of the Roman 
faith as we see it today, Mr. Shus- 
ter is frankness itself. He begins 
by dismissing as ‘‘incorrect’”’ the 
theory according to which “the 
priests were thought of as essen- 
tially ‘authorities’ whose business 
it was to ‘know’ and the layman 
was an ‘adjunct individual’ obliged 





to ‘believe.’ ’’ 
on a right of judging for himself. 

Nor is he under any illusions as 
to the magnitude of the task which 

awaits the Roman Church if it is 
to become in very truth the sole 
witness for faith in this country. 
To Catholics, the press may be 
‘‘uniformly deferential." But the 
explanation of this “polite urban- 
ity,’’ so he thinks, is not that any 
such page “is written by a con- 
vinced Catholic or even an uncom- 
promising Christian.’’ In religious 
controversy, there is no ‘‘money” 
and it is the ‘‘money’’ that matters. 
On this, we will only suggest that, 
even in the press, there may be at 
times a desire to give fair play, not 
to one church alone, but to all of 
them. 

Mr. Shuster proceeds: 

Is there an 80 naive as to 
believe, for instance, that journal- 
istic comment upon Governor 
Smith's aforementioned letter 
really meant that millions of citi- 
zens had been convinced over 
night that their visions of ‘‘papal 
domination’’ were so much non- 
sense. We all know better. We 
are all perfec aware that the 
Pope is being ussed and de- 
nounced as warmly as ever from 
the tops of twenty thousand 
assorted cracker-barrels. 

On assorted cracker-barrels we 
admit that we have no first-hand 
information but, as a man of the 

world, Mr. Shuster knows well that 
shurches which are denied the 
status of churches cannot be pre- 
vented from talking it over, not as 
politics but as religion. 

With one of Mr. Shuster’s pleas 
we beg leave most heartily to sym- 
pathize. He says that out of the 
first hundred names in ‘‘Who’s 
Who’”’ he could discover only two 
Catholics, while even the Kelly’a 
were only fifty-fifty. His explana- 
tion here, so we submit, is highly 
creditable to his church. In nu- 
merous cases, so he tells us, men 
and women of brilliant attainments 
have sacrificed their fame to the 
career of a teacher in some Catho- 
lic school, maintained at private ex- 
pense and with great difficulty. 
Here, surely, we touch a chief 
glory of the Roman Communion. 
{t is a brotherhood, it is a sister- 
hood, wherein the poor have the 
same rights as the rich. 

What is the spell, then, that binds 
a man of Mr. Shuster’s attainments 
to the Roman Communion? Let 
us express it in his own words:

] } A three-page report about it is now 
i being sent to all our members (these 
reports always go out a month before 
li the book itself is published) and we 
can’t fairly make an announcement 
to the public until all our members have the informa- 
tion. This much, however, can be said: It is a transla- 
tion of a very remarkable new French book about an 
Englishman, and—corroborating the opinion of our 
judges—“‘few more entertaining books will be pub- 
lished this year,’’ according to a good English re- 
viewer of the original French edition. Hugh Walpole, 
by the way, was one of the first to rise up and hail 
this book in England. ‘‘It makes the dreariest period 
of English history as fascinating as ‘Alice in Wonder- 
land’,” he says. “It is playful without being childish, 
ironical without being bitter, and as creative as a 
fine novel.” 





oe 
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A good many people still seem to think they are 
compelled, willy-nilly, to accept every “‘book-of-the- 
month” that is chosen by our judges. Not a bit. That’s 
why a full report about the “‘book-of-the-rhonth”’ is 
always sent out a month before it is published. If you 
want to stop it from coming to you, you can do so. 
You may prefer some other forthcoming new book. 
The current News contains, for instance, advance 
reports about ten other important new books. Among 
them are four particularly excellent new works of fic- 
tion, including a very promising first novel by a young 
man. These are all books that our Selecting Committee 
is willing to take the responsibility of recommeriding. 
It’s a very real responsibility — more so than that of 
the ordinary reviewer. For, whenever one of our 
members takes a book upon the recommendation of 
our judges, if he doesn’t like it, he has the privilege of 
sending it back and getting another. Our Committee, 
in short, may be the first judge about a book; but each 
reader is the last judge—for himself. 
ae 
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FF nese has been a surprising amount of unconsidered 
thinking about this whole matter of the Book-of-the- 
Month Club movement. Mention the subject in any 
gathering and the first thing you will hear is, “I don’t 
want anybody else to choose my reading for me.” If 
you are one of those who feel this way, we suggest that 
you analyze for a moment exactly how it happens that 
you read the books you now do. You will find perhaps 
that you are first motivated by a clever advertisement, 
and book-advertising is getting ever cannier and 
cannier. Or you read a review by someone whose taste 
you have come to respect. Or a well-read acquaintance 
becomes enthusiastic in your hearing. At once, you 
are “‘all het up”; you make an instant mental reserva- 
tion, “I mustn’t miss that book!”’ Nine times out of 


ten, of course, you ultimately do miss it. But that’s 
beside the point. The point is that you think your 
choice is completely free. In reality it is free only in 
the sense that it comes about by chance. The truth is 
—is it not?—that you always exercise your choice 
among recommended books. Now, what would be 
the difference were you to belong to the Book-of-the- 
Month Club? You would be surprised to discover, in 
that case, that your range of choice among the new 
books had been vastly widened, instead of being limited; 
you will choose your books with discrimination, in- 
stead of at haphazard — and you will really get the 
particular new books that you are anxious not to 
miss, instead of overlooking them as you now do so 
frequently. 
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Dias the year, our Selecting Committee reports 
upon from 150 to 200 new books, which it has culled 
out as being important or interesting. Certainly 
these books will have as strong a weight of recom- 
mendation behind them—a carefully-considered and 
not a lightly-given recommendation—as there is 
behind the books you are influenced to read through 
other sources. And since you don’t have to take any 
book, unless the report about it indicates it would 
particularly appeal to you—and don’t have to keep 
any, if you find that you have been misled by the 
Committee’s combined judgment—what becomes of 
the argument that “someone else is choosing your 
reading for you?’’ It becomes, we believe, annihilated. 
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ic of the very intereiting resuite of the rise of the 
Book-of-the-Month Club has been its effect on book- 
store sales. Many booksellers were fearful of what 
would happen when sixty thousand people (our mem- 
bership is now almost at that figure) obtained their 
books in this way. How can you take sixty thousand 
book-buyers away from the bookstores, and not 
affect their sales injuriously? The fact is that book- 
store sales have very heavily increased on every book 
chosen by the Book-of-the-Month Club, over what 
the normal sale would have been. Sometimes ‘to in- 
credible figures. Dusty Answer—one of the choices a 
few months back—is a striking instance. The pub- 
lishers imported 500 sheets from England, their 
estimate of what this book by a new writer would go 
to.

other incidental advantages, such as its guarantee of 
satisfaction on current books and the way in which it 
keeps you completely and authoritatively informed 
about the current literary output. But the chief 
reason why the most notable people in our national 
life in every field now use this service is—they just 
want to be sure to get the books they want to 
read! In the past, they realize, they seldom have. 
How many good books of the past have you missed, 
books that you will never now read?

OST of the plays are now so _in- 
M dependent. in their point of 

view, so heedless of the trends 
of thought, that the report of the 
national playwrighting contest comes 
like a muffled echo of. the recent 
past. In the January.issue of The 
Drama Nathaniel. Edward Reeid, 
one of the three judges of the full- 
length plays, observes that the aspir- 
ing dramatists still hang their heads 
sadly. Not a single pure farce or 
comedy reached the final judges. of 
the Drama League contest. Every 
dramatist stooped under the load of 
such a lugubrious message that the 
plays were more like sermons than 
dramas, and the characters droned 
along sorrowfully without leaving 
their chairs. ‘‘Every play dealing 
with farm life,”’ Mr, Reeid remarks, 
“made the father a villain—a hard, 
cruel, grasping individual without 
love for or understanding of his fam- 
ily, who wrenched the lives of every- 
body abotit him. Then, too, these 
plays revealed farm life as one of 
“utmost misery and hopelessness,” 
_Another interesting observation was 
that ‘‘no play of the contest dealing 
‘with religious subjects touched re- 
ligion with respect. The tone in all 
cases was cynical.’’ In general Mr. 
Reeid discovered that ‘‘most. authors 
in these contests were destruction- 
ists, looking through a blue glass.” 
“Tt would. be a welcome change,’’ he 
writes elsewhere of the farm plays, 
“to find one author, professional or 
amateur, who for a moment could 
forget the shadows and ‘see only the 
white light that floods through this 
home.’’ 


See upon the dour Ameri- 


can scene with malevolent fore- 

boding the aspiring dramatist, 
one suspects, is merely following the 
teachings of the minor prophets of 
thought—a little tardy, perhaps, but 
still earnest. With his intellectual 
phagocytes stimulated in every book 
and rag. by windy assaults upon bun- 
combe, his point of view. toward 
America is largely prescribed. After 
a decade of such glandular treat- 
ment comedy and farce, frivolity. in 
general, seem unworthy of his. blos- 
soming talents. .“‘It all goes. to 
show,’’. Mr. Reeid observes, ‘‘that 
the new crop of writers at least take 
their.drama seriously.'’ 

One. cannot. tour up. and down 
Broadway. at the present moment, 
however, without suspecting that al- 
though the current drama may be 
serious it is individual in its think- 
ing. The local theatre is actually 
conservative. Down in Commerce 
Street the New Playwrights ener- 
getically preserve the tradition of 
rebellion with constructivist scen- 
ery, formless drama (i. e., the “dy- 
namic theatre’’) and frantic assaults 
upon capitalism. Among the heavily 
invested interests uptown the old 
picture frame stage is coming back 
into fashion, three acts are the con- 
vention and the themes are neither 
devastating nor original. For the 
most part, the plots ‘are not imposed 
upon their characters; they grow 
out of character and environment.

By holding 
it in sharp focus against the rich 
wisdom of the great Kublai Kaan, 
the Oriental splendor of Cathay and 
the gracious loveliness of Princess 
Kukachin, Mr. O’Neill transmutes it 
into the perennial tragedy of the 
greedy chéapjack in flippant con- 
tact with his betters. Marco’s per- 
sonal tragedy is implied in the ten- 
ders of affection he does not ccm- 
prehend—in his “spiritual hump,” his 
dull, mundane worldliness. _ But the 
tragedy of.the self-seeker inevitably 
extendas to his victims. And so Mr. 
O’Neill’s Babbitt unwittingly kills 
the spirit of a Princess and. breaks 
the heart of a wise, pitying ruler. 
Receiving news of the . despairing 
Princess, the Great Kaan muses 
sadly: 

My hideous. suspicion is. that God 
is only an infinite, insane ener 
which creates and destroys with- 
out other purpose than to Fd 
eternity in avoiding thought. Then 
the stupid man becomes .the Per- 
fect Incarnation of Omnipotence 
and the Poles are the true children 
of God! Ha! How long before we 
shall be permitted to die, my 
friend? I begin to resent life as 
the insult of an ignoble_ inferior 
with whom it is a degradation to 
fight! 

Guzzling, gourmandizing, rattling 
his purse and clasping his fat, insen- 
sate wench to his bosom, Marco safe 
in’ Venice never suspects how fatally 
he has wounded the children of the 
East. Thus Mr. O'Neill employs the 

Babbitt motive to’ express profounder 
thought and more exquisite feeling 
than it has ever disclosed before. 
o,¢ 

F these qualitied leave no impres- 

sion’ on some who: are now visiting 

the. Guild - Theatre; Mr. O’ Neill 
cannot escape all the blame: He has 
not. adorned his play with the many- 
colored surface the theme deserves. 
Behind the succession of scenes: and 
the dialogue of “‘Marco Millions’’. one 
feels the force, ‘restlessness,..percep- 
tion, pity and anger of a poet. and 
mystic—one who belongs among the 
great thinkers who are skeptical.of 
experience and reason. For, like Tho- 
reau, Mr. O'Neill is now concerned 
with the wonders:that no intelligence 
can understand. To carry the play- 
goer with him to. the imaginative 
world: of his feeling he must. speak 
in winged numbers, He must: em- 
ploy the magic of form, elegance and 
coherence. Too much of. ‘‘Marco’’ 
seems flat and perfunctory in verbal 
expression and too much. of it: pre- 
supposes a sensitivity equal.;to Mr. 
O'Neill’s. . Although -he.: is. writing 
satire he is no-wit, and: he.is a hu- 
morist only in the mirthless. sense of 
the word. One, does‘ not expect his 
dialogue to snap: with, the, pop. of 
smart remarks, But if- he is to en- 
rapture. the casual .playgoer , with 
the -beauties: of his. mystic, ideas he 
must write with more grace and vir- 
tuosity; he must. allure when he can- 
motexplain.| .‘‘Marco Millions’ lacks 
the ultimate refinement. of artistry. 

In comparison with ‘‘The -Foun- 
tain,’’? which; had a/similer episodic 
form, ‘‘Marco, Millions” . represents 
Mr. O'Neill infinitely. more lucid and 
poised and much more matureiin his 
sense of values. . The: ruggedness, | 
the passion, «the! sincerity, ‘come 
through: ‘The thinking is.-orderly.

Yet before them a living theatre in 
‘Hebrew had already been created, 
Ldttle knowledge of it has been dis- 
geminated here, despite the liberal 
apace given by the papers to devel- 
opments in the new Jewish Pales- 
tine. Only the other day a corre 
spondent of a leading New York daily 
reported the fact, as if it were a dis- 
covery, that Hebrew is actually be- 
ing spoken in Palestine. How, then 
should anyone have heard. of the 
Hebrew theatre there? 

It seems a priori that no such the- 
atre could exist. In the first place, 
Hebrew is but one of three languages 
in Palestine—one of three official 
languages, that is, for there are 
forty in use in that tiny land. Eng- 
lish is the Government language, 
Arabic the preponderant tongue, and 
Hebrew the third, grudgingly rec 
ognized officially. Hach of these. em- 
ploys different characters, so that, 
knowing one, you can’t even begin to 
read the other, in the sense that it 
is possible, if you know one of the 
Romance group, to make. consider- 
able sense of the others. The three 
official tongues are, in print, as far 
apart as English and Armenian, 
Hindustanee and Chinese. You must 
go to school all over again for each 
one. To rise above this clamor, how 
many Hebrew voices are there? The 
total number of Jews in the whole 
of Palestine is about 150,000. Of 
these, a large number are settlers 
from pre-war days, speaking, most of 
them, Yiddish, many of them Ladine 
(to Spanish what Yiddish is to the 
gixteenth century Gérman). 

*,¢ 

One other important factor before 
I speak of the theatre proper: Pales- 
tine is as poor as an east side ten- 
ement. Consider the other peoples of 
the country and their theatrical en- 
terprises. 

Jerusalem has a strong colony of 
Abyssinians, but the only blackface 
performer I saw was at the Bristol 
Café, and I am sure he hailed from 
Birmingham, if not from Jersey 
City. The English-speaking popula- 
tion of the Holy City is more. con- 
siderable, embracing Government of- 
ficials and their families, American 
Zionist officials and various English- 
speaking contingents from Austra- 
lia, South Africa, England and 
America. Besides, quite a few of the 
other cultured residents understand 
our language. Yet in the course of 
@ year, the only English perform- 
ances in the country were given by 
amateurs—an excellent production of 
*"The Gondoliers’’—and a handful of 
one-acters. As for the majority ele- 
ment of the population, the Arabs, 
they did not give a single serious 
tragedy or comedy in the same pe- 
riod, nor have I heard of any Arabic 
theatre in Palestine prior to my ar 
rival. There was one solitary affair 
which had any relation to the the 
atre, an Arabic version of ‘‘Carmen.”’ 

Up in Beirut they have a popular 
vaudeville theatre called Kishkish. 
While traveling in the Lebanon I met 
a Syrian actor, who was padding out 
his income by writing, printing and 
selling a comic weekly during the 
Summer. When I asked him if he 
‘was a member of the Kishkish troupe

How can the equally poor Jewish 
community support a theatre then? 
How can it have an audience? How 
can there be actors, to begin with? 
To answer it all at once, I must re- 
port that the theatr< is about the 
most. vigorous enterprise in Pales- 
tine. Not one troupe but two, three 
and four have made their appearance 
at one time or another within the 
past year. And they always play to 
full houses. Throughout the country 
the theatre is a lively topic of dis- 
cussion. The necessarily few plays 
put on are. anticipated with great 
excitement; people attend them re- 
ligiously. rejoicing when they are 
good and sorrowing, rather than con- 


demning when they are not.

The most popular and promising 
players are a workmen’s organiza- 
tion, known as ‘‘Ohel.”” I don’t 
know that the actors have all had 
their daily work to do in these times 
of unemployment, but such is their 
intention. I believe it is only the di- 
rector, Halevy, who puts in full time 
for the theatre. With finding suit- 
able plays, having them translated, 
breaking in his raw material and 
staging the plays, he has enough to 
do. The mainstay of ‘“‘Ohel’’ this 
year have beén the one-act Yiddish 
plays of Perez, done into Hebrew. 
These plays, ranging from natural- 
istic folk-tale to poetic fantasy, have 
been an excellent medium for the in- 
experienced actors, since they occur 
in the Russian-Jewish background 
familiar to both audience and play- 
ers. Last Summer, after months of 
preparation, they gave their long- 
awaited version of Heijermans’s fish- 
erfolk play under the title of “‘Daya- 
gim’’ (‘‘Fishermen’’), (This is the 
same play introduced this season to 
New York by Eva Le Gallienne as 
“The Good Hope.”) The Hebrew 
version was far from 4 success. 

Another troupe, directed by Gnes-

MOVING “MARCO” 





By LEE SIMONSON. 


Mr. Simonson, a director of the 
Theatre Guild, designed the aoe 
tings and costumes for the 
duction yale wong O’Neill’s p 
“Marco 


Marco moves from 
Venice to Syria, to India 
and then on to China, all 


he has to do, in the thea- 
tre at least, is to pick up two suit- 
cases and a coat. But the stage de- 
signer whose job it is to transport 
him has to pick up an entire stage- 
ful of scenery after him. It is the 
stage designer’s problem in ‘‘Marco 
Millions’’ to effect these changes by 
moving just as little scenery as pos- 
sible. 

In any play with a succession of 
short scenes the necessity for quick 
shifts is so important that it hardly 
needs underlining. When a scene 
Plays as little sometimes as four 
minutes and not longer than six or 
eight, it is perfectly obvious that an 
intermission which is not a good deal 
less than half of the time it takes 
to play the scene is going to break 
all sense of continuity and destroy 
the effect of the climax which a 
series of small scenes, in the hands 
of a master playwright like O'Neill, 
can build into. And when a poet 
writing for the stage wants to leap 
from Europe to China and make 
three stops en route, the first job 
of the scene designer is to effect 
these transformations just as speed- 





ily as possible and to sacrifice any- 
thing he has to in order to obtain 
them, 

He cannot, of course, sacrifice too 
much, The easiest way, and one that 
I think O'Neill originally conceived, 
was to have a series of backdrops 
formally typifying each country let 
down like the pages of a book. And 
my objection to this, and the reason 
I asked O’Neill to free me from this 
procedure (which he granted), is the 
fact that although we can talk about 
Marco’s travels as a picture book, 
just as we talk of the memories of 
our own travels, the sense we have 
when we find ourselves in the pic- 
ture book world of Fez or Cairo or 
Damascus is not that of being in a 
picture book at all. It is not flat, It 
is not formal. It is a world of mas- 
sive forms, rich detail, great depths 
of sky that seem even deeper and 
bluer because they are framed in 
gigantic archways of mosques and 
temples, vistas through other arch- 
ways in the crowded streets in which 
people stream and eddy endlessly 
under awnings and trellises in a 
checker-board of sunlight. 


I felt this particularly because 
like Marco I dreamed of the East 
for a good many years, and two Win- 
ters ago finally got there; walked 
by the hour in the souks of Cairo 
and Fez, crossed the northern neck 
of the Sahara, lived in an oasis 
among the sand dunes, saw the hill

tribes drive in their flocks for the 
weekly market at Taza, thirty miles 
behind the fighting line in the Riff, 
and stood, as spellbound as Marco 
could ever have been, in the palaces 
and tombs of Marrakesh and the 
tiled courtyards of Tlemsen and 
Méknes. And although I did not 
get to India or Cathay I saw enough 
to make me realize that the prover- 
bial mystery and glamour of what 
we call.the East are the result 
of the depths and distances that one 
gets; of the rich play of light and 
shadow, whether in the street or in 
& mosque; of figures framed in arch- 
Ways in the dramatic chiaroscuro 
of even the meanest street; and of 


grandiose architectural forms cov- 


ered with a mesh of ornament. In 
shost, the North is quite flat in, feel- 


ther an obvious simplicity nor an 
equally obvious flatness could do it. 


In solving any such ochaled prob- 
lem an American scene designer is 
thrown back on his own ingenuity, 
for in our theatre the well-known 
labor-saving devices and mechanical 
ingenuity of American life are not 
available where they are most 
needed. Just as the electric refrig- 
erators and dish-washing machines 
on the whole are so expensive that 
they are used mainly in Park Ave- 
nue apartments and smart hotels, 
where they make life easier for the 
retinue of servants and are out-of 
the reach of the. people who ‘néed 
them most because they cannot af- 
ford even one maid, so most of the 
mechanical devices for handling 
elaborate and heavy. scenery quick- 
ly, which have been tried out with 
great success in Europe, are beyond 
the means of any art theatre in. the 
United States and of most commer- 
cial theatres as well. 


When the Guild. Theatre was being 
built we spent a good many weeks 
considering the possibilities of slid- 
ing, sinking and revolving stages 
power. Although the size of New 
York building plots. made some. of 
them impossible, the real reason that 
we were unable to install them was 
the fact. that even one sinking or 
sliding stage section would have cost 
approximately $25,000, and a stage 
completely equipped with them. to 
solve the problem of quick shifts 
with elaborate productions would 
have been so expensive we could not 
have even afforded the carrying 
charges. So that the Guild stage, 
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like most stages in America, is com- 
mitted to a system of scene shifting 
by hauling scenery into the air like 
sails, with an assemblage of ropes 
or cables about as primitive as those 
that were used to raise the peplum 
cover of the old Roman theatres, 
and ag a mechanism no more ad- 
vanced and no faster-than the grid- 
iron which you can still see in the 
old Royal Theatre at Versailles. 
Hence the scenic designer at the 
Guild, as elsewhere, is forced back 
upon his own ingenuity, and the solu- 
tion in the case, of ‘‘Marco’’ is 
achieved by having scenery most of 
which does not move at all. Most of 
the scenic ‘hackground of ‘'Marco” is 
never touched. The setting is a large, 
permanent frame with three open- 
ings in it exactly like doorways—a 
large one in. the centre and two 
smaller ones at each side. If you will 
take your newest hatbox, throw 
away the lid and knock out the bot- 
tom, break off the fourth side and 
take the remaining three, set them’ 
on @ mantelpiece, slanting each end 
in slightly so. that the three will 
stand like a screen, cut an opening 
about 10 by 7 inches in the centre 
and an opening about 8 by 5 in 
each side, as though you were mak- 
ing a doll’s house, you will have the 
skeleton of the ‘‘Marco’’ setting. 
This is never moved or changed, All 
the scene shifting consists of chang- 
ing the doorways and arches which 
successively fill these © openings. 
Every change of scene is made by 
letting down one. large arch from 
the flies in the centre opening and 
inserting two doorways in. each, of 
the side portals, The character of 
the scene is thereby changed enough 
so that the entire stage seems reset, 
although only three pieces of scenery 
have been shifted, which in area are 
a comparatively small portion of, the 
entire set. Thus, to make the six 
shifts..of Marco’s travels, eighteen 
small pieces of. scenery are used. 
e,¢ 


Nothing is so characteristic of 
Oriental architecture as the ‘arch. 
It is what distinguishes, at ‘first 
glance, Egypt, India and Morocco. 
A Moorish, Saracen or Indian arch- 
way is the most characteristic fea- 
ture of the architecture of every one 
of these peoples and any one of them 
seen as a black silhouette against 
the sky would instantly convey the 
entire character of the country. 
Hence a voyage through the Orient 
lends itself particularly to a scheme 
in’ which only the’ portals or door- 
ways are changed. 

But, of course, they cannot be seen 
in silhouette. And here, as in every 
other ‘production, scenery itself is 
not enough. Lights have to com- 
plete the illusion, ‘There are ‘four 
layers of lights in ‘‘Marco’’ standing 
on the stage—fifty-six spot lamps ‘in

In the event that nobody in, this 
audience is impressed by the émb 
nence that comes frém being he 
youngest Times Square thrush, Jet it 
be said that out in St. Paul, where 
Miss Dilley was born, the saintly 
citizens are quite. proud of her. They 
point with pride to the falls of Min- 
nehaha and to the fact that “Miss 
Dilley is whatever one calls a native 
of the town across the river’ from 
Minneapolis. 


Los Angeles papers, too, are 
pleased to copy when Miss‘ Dilley 
goes into a new show and draws nice 
remarks from the reviewers. For her 
parents took her, at 14, out of the 
Jefferson School in St. Paul and|’ 
transported Her with the household 
goods to the Coast, where all good 
Middle Westerners go before they 
die and where some of them get into 
the movies. Miss Dilley did, but only 
as an extra. However, she did play 
once in support of Rudolph Valen- 
tino, and hér face-actually showed in 
the finished film. 


She went to high school in Los 
Angeles and Venice. It began to 
appear to her ambitious mother that 
the girl might have been born for a 
dancer rather than a film cutie, so 
there was strenuous work under the 
eye of Ernest Belcher. Then, at an 
age described:in her contract as 16, 
she joined a dancing delegation in 
vaudeville. It came East, so it must 
have been either pretty good or 
pretty lucky. 

Future’ historians < of: the: theatre 
may quarrel -over a moot point: 
whether it was Irving Berlin who 
saw her at the Palace and went 
backstage and asked her to come 
around. to the Music Box to see him, 
or whether it was Hassard Short, 
who was: staging those . Forty-fifth 
Street diversions.. Miss Dilley has a 
diplomatic mémory, Anyway, she be- 
came a_ballerina in the Music Box 
Revue of-1923. The press clippings 
prove that she was considered some- 
thing of a youthful prodigy. If you 
know what back ‘bends are, that’s 
the stunt in which she excelled. 

She danced in these Music Box mé- 
langes (over which the faithful ‘still 
sigh) for two seasons, in New York 
and on the road. Meanwhile she had 
decided to be a- musical comedy in- 
génue, and was having her voice 
placed and strengthened. 

The big chance came in 1925. She 
pIayed a réle in “A Night Out” ‘on 
tryout in Philadelphia for two weeks. 
Perhaps it should have been called 
‘A Fortnight Out,” “because that was 
the way, it; ended. * However, ‘the 
Philadelphia ‘reviewers and the pro- 
ducers’ scouts noticed her, and in 
1926 William A. Brady, producing a 
Summer musical based upon “‘Little 
Miss Brown” and called “Kitty's 
Kisses,’’ made her its Kitty. This oc- 
cupied her through the Summer in 
New York, and languished in Chi- 
cago and on the road. 

She was given the leading role in 
“Oh, Ernest”’ last season when Ps ms 
Rossiter rashly tried to make. Oscar 
Wilde’s ‘“‘The Importance of Being 
Earnest” into a musical comedy. In 
this case the piece drew a unanimous 
critical panning, and ran only brief- 
ly at the Royale and Earl Carroll 
Theatres. 

Then came Gene Buck with the 
need of a leading woman for the 
musical comedy he was building 
around the eccentric talents of. Wil- 
liam James Mahoney, the song-and- 
dance headliner out of vaudeville. 
Mr. Mahoney is all of five feet five 
in his dancing slippers, and he must 
have an ingénue ‘to whom he can 
make love without standing on a 
chair to reach her..ruby lips. All 
ingénues over. five feet four inches 
in high heels wére automatically

F'One ‘of Those:Merry Malones, 


OBINSON NEWBOLD), whose 

start was with itinerant Gilbert 

and Sullivan opera companies 
and Whose home is on Staten Islarid, 
has muuch to answer for, His present 
employer, George M. Cohan, says 
Newbold has kept’*more musicians 
awake than any other musical com- 
edy comedian with whom he has ever 
worked. Newbold first caught the 
Cohan eye while Kokoing in ‘‘The 
Mikado”? at the Park Theatre, now 
the Cosmopolitan.; He was singing: 
dialect. verses of “The Flowers That 
Bloom in ‘the Spriig” until’ a 
‘black out’’.. was necessary, to quiet 
the audience. ~ 

This was “about: ‘nine ‘years ago, 
wher Cohan ‘was contemplating ‘‘The 
Royal Vagabond.’’ Newbold was en- 
gaged for the comedy réle; and went 
along nicely during rehearsals until 
the final act. became a problem to 
the late Julian Mitchell, who was 
staging the dances, and to Cohan, 
who, as usual, was writing as he 
went. 

Life’s ‘darkest moment had come; 
there wasn’t a chuckle, not even a 
‘smile, at the end of the show. New- 
bold suggested he crib his ‘‘Flowers 
That Bloom” dialect song. Mitchell 
nearly fainted, but Cohan said: 
“Why not?’’ The song proved one 
of the hits of the performance. 

Since then Newbold has figured 
prominently with the Municipal 
Opera Company in-St..Louis. He is 
the only: Cohan actor who has full 
ad lib. privileges, and in ‘‘The Merry 
Malones” he is seldom the same for 
two. performances. 

Newbold is a serious man offstage. 
The most exciting moment in his life 
was when he walked the subway 
track between Several stations in a 
recent tie-up. ‘“‘Weren’t you ‘afraid 
of the third rail?’’ he was. asked. 
“‘"No, never thought of -that,”’ he re- 
plied. ‘I didn’t want the show to 
ring up late on my account."’ 


As to Miss Dunne— 

RENE DUNNE might kave been 

among the. feminine, legal contin- 

gent of this great and presum- 
ably prosperous Republic if she had 
followed the wishes of her parents in 
Louisville, Ky. Instead she is chief 

among the singers in ‘‘She’s My 
Baby,’’ the Beatrice Lillie frivol at 
the Globe. It came about in this 
fashion: 

After she had attended a girls’ 
school in St. Louis and was on the 
verge of being graduated, Miss Dunne 
was brought to New York on her first 
visit. Here, displaying the traditional 
freedom of the younger generation, 
she obtained a job in a road company 
of “Irene’’ and toured the Middle 
West for forty weeks. Whether or 
not this was done with parental per- 
mission is of less consequence than 
the fact that her father and mother 
insisted she finish out her school 
term. They also intimated that they 
would not be displeased if she 
should decide to become a lawyer 
and thus follow in the footsteps 
of her father. Miss -Dunne did 
complete her course in = school, 
but by then she had determined that 
the law was not for her. Back to 
New York she came and into ‘‘The 
Clinging Vine’’ she went. She 
worked again for the late Henry M. 
Savage in his production of ‘‘Lol- 
lipop.’® She has also been seen in 
‘The City Chap,” ‘‘Sweetheart Time”’ 
and “Yours Truly,’’ but none of her 
musical comedy appearances mean 
as much to her as the final ‘‘e’’ in 
her name, over the omission of 
which she is reliably reported to be- 
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Katherine ‘Wilson-in ““A Distant Drum,” by Vincent Lawrence, at 
the Hudson.

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To the Dramatic Hditor: 

I wonder if I can persuade you to 
read with patience some ideas about 
modern Shakespearean productions 
that have long been in my mind 
but that have recently recurred with 
especial force after reading your 
eulogies of Max Reinhardt. 

In order to make clear why I be- 
lieve that nearly ‘all modern Shake- 
spearean productions are conceived 
on fallacious principles, I shall have 
to ask your assent to an axiom of 
all art. That axiom is, that every 
work of art must be exhibited under 
the conditions of its original inten- 
tion; otherwise it loses all its effect. 
Concretely, I would say that Mes- 
sonier’s paintings cannot be exhibited 
as the central ‘feature of the murat 
decorations of the ceiling of the 
Grand Central Station, or that 
‘*Parsifal’’ 
Aeolian Hall. 

Now to apply this principle to 
Shakespeare's plays: The modern 
assumption is that the absence of 
scenic effects.was a regrettable de- 
ficiency that Shakespeare may have 
deplored, and that it is only neces- 
sary to remedy this. deficiency and 
then the beauties that Shakespeare 
imagined but: could not attain are 
achieved in full measure. 

I do not believe Shakespeare him- 
self would agree to this theory for a 
moment. What I do believe is that 
if Shakespeare had modern scenic 
effects at his disposal he would have 
written his plays—the same plays— 
quite differently. Great artist of the 
theatre that he was, he would have 
adapted his method to the means at 
his command. 

In other words, it is exactly because 
he had no scenery that Shakespeare 
wrote the way he did. He had to 
produce illusion without scenery. 
And he did produce it! My point is 
that the moment you add scenery 
you destroy Shakespeare’s illusion. 
You may create Reinhardt’s illusion, 
but it is no longer Shakespeare, but 
Reinhardt. 

Why must this necessarily be so? 
Let us‘see what means Shakespeare 








ruled out.

past, the plays were not seen and 
loved by so large a number of people 
as in our own time, 
This applies not only to English- 
speaking lerds. Shakespeare is & 
classic ‘to more different nationali- 
ties than is any other playwright. 
Germany claims him, as/her own. 
France is glad to place him along: 
side Racine, Corneillé and Moliére. 
Italy, Russia and the Scandinavian 
countries do him the highest honor. 
No other author has so commanded 
the devoted endeavor of the greatest 
actors of all the countries. of Europe. 
I think that no one will question 
that’ there now is greater interest’in 
Shakespeare’s plays in the United 
States than ever before. Even in the 
“good old days’ we hear so much 
of—the days of the giants, Forrest, 
MeCullough, Booth and Barrett—pub- 
lic reaponse often was disheartening; 
so much Bo “that the expression

Not only is thére a larger public 
for. Shakespeare now than there was 
in Edwin Booth’s day, but people 
now are willing to pay a much higher 
price for it than they were then, In 
fact Shakespearean: productions to- 
day could not survive on the largest 
amount that Mr. Booth ever grossed 
weekly. Thé productions now are 50 
much more complete and elaborate 
and the casts so much better 
rounded; No longer :is everything 
subordinated to the eminence of the 
star, as in the old days. 


I realize that Shakespeare’s plays 
have not attained the: popularity of 
the lighter forms of entertainment 
and probably they never will. There 
always will be a larger public for 
“Follies” and ‘Vanities’ and 
“Frolics’’ than for ‘Hamlet’ and 
“@thello,’”’. but the number of ‘persons 
interested. in the serious drama is

them., First, he had the actor; then 
he had the actor’s voice, and finally 
he had the actor’s costume. Noth- 
ing else. Observe how the actor is 
the very essence of Shakespeare’s 
means of communication with his 
audience. Observe how Shakespeare 
threw all the power of his genius into 
the invention of every device to 
magnify the actor’s importance. 
Every melodic resource of poetry is 
exhausted to give the actor’s voice 


‘material for the exhibition of every 
‘variety of tone. Magnificence of cos- 


tume as required by the plays was 


‘available, and was utilized to the 


limit to enhance the visibility and 
mportance of the actor. Each ac- 
tor’s lines were long enough to per- 
mit him to usurp the centre of in- 
terest on the stage while he was de- 
livering them, for enough time for 
him to make a distinctive, clear-cut. 
individual impression on the audi- 
ence, 


The actor is the whole show in 
Shakespeare. He had to be. Shake- 
speare doubtless intended that he 
should be; he wrote his plays with 
that in mind. Remember that his 
plays were presented in broad day- 
light, on a platform thrust out into 
the audience—a still further enhance- 
ment of the visibility and importance 
of the actor—and yet Shakespeare 
had the temerity to irtroduce night 
scenes into his plays! How did he 
think he was going to get away with 
them? How did he get away with 
them? : 

Obviously, through the imagina- 
tions of his audience. Obviously, 
through language that stung those 
imaginations. into furious activity. 
Obviously, through élocution of that 
language that got it over adequatély 
to the auditors. Obviously, through 
the magnified personalities of the 
puppets (the actors), who gave sub- 
stance to.the persons of his play. 

Now invest ‘these plays with mod- 
ern scenery and lighting effects, and 
what do you. do? Ivsay you make 
about half of Shakespeare’s language 
ridiculous. Why waste a wealth of 
poetry, the purpose of which is to 
build scenery in the imagination, 
when the scenery is palpably before 
you, staring. you in the eye? Why 
waste eloquence upon the lips of 
King Lear, when you can hardly see 
the poor devil for the ‘‘marvelous 
scenic investiture’ invented by Bel 
Geddes or Max Reinhardt? It’s all 
very fine for Reinhardt, but where 
does Shakespeare come in? Shake- 
speare knew a trick or two himself, 
but he is buried under’the irrelevant 
beauties of somebody else. No won- 
der audiences complain of ‘‘long, bor 
ing passages” in Shakespeare.as now 
exhibited. 

The reason, so I believe, why the 
public shows some interest in ‘‘mod- 
ern dress’’ productions:is simply that 
the novelty of costume, to scme ex- 
tent, focuses the audience’s atten- 
tio.. upon the actor, where Shake- 
speare. intended it should be. But 
why ‘not follow his intention com- 
— Why not produce his plays 

that all the attention is focused 
on the.dctor? Cutiout.all scenery—. 


by this I mean lighting effects as, 


, because they are merely subtle 
mass effects of scenery. Put the ac- 
tor on a diminished stage, under a 
glare of _ eee bright light, garb 
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dreamed—absorbing, fascinating, in- 
teresting in every word of an unab- 


breviated text, marvelously moving 
in his dramatic effects, incompar- 
ably better than Reinhardt’s imper- 
tinence or any frivolous modern 
dress travesty. 


Let me add one personal experi- 
ence and I am done. I Lad the 
privilege of ‘‘suping’’ in the Play- 
ers’ revival of ‘‘Julius Caesar” last 
Summer. It gave me one unforget- 
table illustration of Shakespeare’s 
method and Shakespeare’s power. It 
happened at a rehearsal—not e dress 
rehearsal—of the scene where An- 
tony harangues the mob over the 
bier of dead Caesar. We were gath- 
ered on the vast, bare stage of the 
New Amsterdam Theatre, in every- 
day business clothes. We of the mob 
were being drilled in our lines that 
precede Antony’s oration. James Ren- 
nie, who was the Antony, was tilted 
back in his chair at one side of the 
proscenium areh, with a dead cigar 
in his teeth, reading a newspaper. 
Jimmy Powers was entertaining a 
group of peanple at one corner of the 
stage with a funny story. Johna 
Craig, ‘script in hand and. straw hat 
on head, was pleading with us to 
‘“‘say it as if we meant it.”” Finally, 
he called to Rennie to come and de- 
liver Antony’s oration.

The association is a vigorous an- 
swer to the foolish, oft-reiterated 
statement that outsiders, well mean- 
ing but ignorant, do more harm than 
good by meddling with the inner 
affairs of the theatre. It has al- 
ready proved its usefulness and jus- 
tified its organization. by the crystal- 
lization of public -sentiment.and 
pressure brought to bear which has 
considerably: improved dfama on 
Broadway. 

Dr. Cadman’s radio commendation 
of certain plays obtained an instant 
reaction in an improved box office. 
George Reid Andrews’s offices, in 
inducing Mr, De Mille to father “The 
King of Kings,’’ brought into ‘exis- 
tence one of the finest films yet 
seen in America. These bulletinings 
of sound theatre offerings are all 
the more welcome since the. similar 
service performed by the New York 
Drama League has been discon- 
tinued. 

In recognizing the work of the 
Church and Diama Association two 
fallacies need to be pricked: First, 
that suéh influence is negligible. The 
facts above cited réfute the idea. 
Second, that a play is the only 
esthetic product. having nothing to 
do with social welfaré*’Cléar, think- 
ing at once discloses the fact that 
drama is decidedly a social product. 

The wisdom of the association is 
apparent in its policy of approvitig, 
not condemning, a selected list. To 
condemn is. to. advertise,..The asso- 
ciation is séeking 50,000 members in 
metropolitan New York who willcon- 
stitute the nucleus of an. ever-in- 
creasing group which tomorrow will 
stand back of playwright, actor and 
producer striving for higher stand- 
ards in dramatic art.

After frequent failure and con- 
tinual struggle, he returned‘to Para- 
mount, bringing with, him, in 1925, 
some of the -people: hée- lad - himself 
discovered and developed.

In the, beginning .there were .ru- 
mors about Schulberg, the new ex- 
ecutive, being a director killer, a man 
who disliked actors, a, foe of indi- 
viduality. As a matter-of fact, Schul- 
berg was too busy. ‘ His method: of 
dealing with~players' was to show 
them their own weaknesses;* but he 
was constantly on the -hunt- for. indi- 
viduality.

REINHARDT LIGHTING EFFECTS 





T is asserted, and there seems to 
be no immediate reason for ar- 
guing about it unless the The- 
atre Guild and Mr. Ziegfeld have 

something to say, that more colored 
lighting is used in the productions of 
Max Reinhardt than in those of any 
other modern producer. He utilizes 
not only the conventional amber, 
white and red, but a great deal of 
blue, green and purple in achieving 
his lighting effects. 

To light the productions of the cur- 
rent New York season during its six 
weeks at the Centur- and its pres- 
ent run at the Cosmopolitan The- 
atre two. electrical switchboards 
were brought by.the company from 
Europe. These were to supplement 
the regular house boards. Then, 
when they did not»prove enough, an 
additional’ switchboard had to be 
rented and installed to take care of 
the various light combinations upon 
which Reinhardt depends so largely 
a part of his stage effects. 

Six electricians work backstage at 
every performance operating the 
switchboards. These control the foot- 
lights, ‘the overhead borders, the 
baby. Spotlights and the fixed spots 
which are located in the front of the 
house but are operated from back- 
stage. They also control the two 
light-towers, wooden structures at 
either side of the stage, on each of 
which six spotlights are mounted at 
different levels. On each tower, also, 
is a powerful 3,000-watt lamp. These 
lamps»-had. to be, imported from 
abroad, since thev are not ordinarily 
used .in theatrical lighting in this 
country and hence are not made 
hetfe. 

Each of the productions up to the 

mt time has had its own light 
plot, carefully worked out and timed, 
and consisting of anywhere from 
torty to 100 cues,. “A Midsuninier 
Night’s Dream’? was the’ most élabo- 
rately lighted of all the productions, 
having hag 107 light cues for a per- 
formance lasting approximately 142 
utes. In other words, there was a 
t change almost every minute. 
noSedermemn,” the second of the

under way, the head electrician, 
with the light-plot or book of cues, 
stands in the wings beside the four 
switchboards. As one of the players 
speaks a given line, the chief elec- 
trician turns to his men almost like 
a football coach outlining a play and 
then, as if he were suddenly changed 
into a quarterback giving signals, 
reels off, ‘Thirty-nine, forty-two, 
six, eighteen, one.”’ 

This means that the electricians on 
whose boards these numbers occur 
press the proper switches at the sig- 
nal. Thus lights are turned up or 
off or dimmed to make sunlight, 
moonlight or whatever the scene 
may call for.

NE of the cheeriest entertain- 
ments that has come to the 
screen recently is the film ver- 
sion of Anita Loos’s clever lit- 

tle book, ‘‘Gentlemen Prefer Blondes.”’ 
There is a variety of characters in this 
production that are different from 
the average lot, i.e.—the faultless 
hero, the angel-like heroine, ‘the 
bloodthirsty villain, the fat-headed 
comedian and the dying mother or 
father. In this current humorous 
sketch there is at least some concep- 
tion of real life given to the por- 
traits, and who shall say that it is 
not a good idea for the author to 
have a beautiful, ingenious blonde 
wheedle out of a fat man £2,000, with 
which she, the blonde, buys the fat 
man’s own wife’s tiara? There is 
much more plot to this bit than there 
is to half a dozen ordinary pictures. 

The producers of this film selected 
their cast with the assistance of 
Anita Loos and her husband, John 
Emerson. Miss Loos was also re- 
sponsible for the script and the 
bright subtitles. So, while there were 
necessary changes, the characters 
step forth in something like the guise 
in which they were drawn originally. 

Ruth Taylor, a girl who has hith- 
erto confined her beauty and talent 
to two-reel comedies, was selected 
for the réle of Lorelei Lee and Alice 
White was picked for the part of the 
wise-cracking Dorothy. Ford Ster- 
ling was chosen to impersonate Gus 
Hisman, the Button King, and to 
Mack Swain fell the lot of playing 
Sir Francis Beekman. 

It was indeed a happy idea to en- 
gage Malcolm St. Clair to direct this 
film, for this producer has’ sensed 
just what is wanted in this comedy, 
and despite the fact that in making 
the film version of “The Show Off’’ 
he permitted Mr. Sterling, who filled 
the title réle in the screen version 
of George Kelly’s play, to be much 
too extravagant in his pantomimics, 
this actor gives a relatively restrained 
portrait of the now renowned Mr. 
Eisman. Mr. St. Clair has also elicited 
from Miss Taylor a really clever con- 
ception of Lorelei, who is frankly 
puzzled over geography and who de- 
cides that refinement and the ability 
to collect. diamond bracelets are 
synonymous. 

Miss Taylor’s acting. of Lorelei is 
deserving of serious praise, for her 
characterization, under the guidance 
of Mr. St. Clair, happens:to be a 
réle that comes to the screen as one 
imagined it to be after reading the 
book. Miss Taylor seizes every op- 
portunity to reveal Lorelei’s resource- 
ful, gem-studded nature. Here one 
perceives a smile, soft and sweet, 
and in moments of dissatisfaction 
Lorelei is wont to permit Dorothy to 
read her real thoughts: while the vic- 
tim passes on his way reveling in 
the parted lips, a flash of white 
teeth, lighted-up sapphire eyes, to say 
nothing of the eepetent golden 
hair. 


Miss Taylor, who has been in New 
York for several days, leaves tomor- 
row for New Haven, Conn. She is 
to go to Boston and one or two other 
places in the East, and then will pro- 
céed across the continent, stopping 
oyer each night in a place where 
“Gentlemen Prefer Blondes” is being 
shown. When she reaches ‘Hollywood 
it is Jesse Lasky’s intention to cast 
her with Louise Brooks in a picture 
to be known as ‘‘Fourteen-Karat 
Gold,” the story of which was writ- 
ten by Wilson Misner, who, inciden- 
tally, appears as the attorney for the 
défense in Lorelei Lee’s trial in this 
current film offering. 

Misd Taylor one Gay last week said 
that she had enjoyed making the pic- 
ture. 
that she dees not have to avoid white 
bread, potatoes or any highly calo- 
ried edibles, for she weighs just 102 
pounds. 

Miss White's portrayal of Dorothy 
is. also clever. She is very much 
there,. and sometimes rather to Lo- 
relei’s. annoyance. She chirps in with 
u “that almost bring a frown. 

Lore- 
lei proves to her, own satisfaction 
that quick wit is all very well, but

mount importance. Dorothy is apt 
to let some of Lorelei’s admirers 
know. just what she thinks of them, 
but the ‘‘educational’’ Lorelei is the 
personification of patience, provided 
somebody’s footing the bill. 

Holmes Herbert is cast as Henry. 
Spoffard, the wealthy bachelor and 
would-be sociologist. .Mr. Herbert is 
splendid in this réle of. the individual 
who never smiles and who is so out- 
rageously deceived for the nonce by 
the calculating Lorelei. It will be re- 
membered that Dorothy set herself 
on record by. saying that all she 
wanted to be to Mr. Spoffard was 
his eighteen-year-old widow! 

Chester Conklin is perceived as the 
Judge in Lorelei’s trial for permit- 
ting a revolver in her hand to ex- 
plode and. kill her. employer. Mr. 
Conklin makes the most of a brief 
appearance. Emily Fitzroy gives a 
praiseworthy portrayal of Lady 
Beekman. 

Besides encouraging intelligent act- 
ing from the players, Mr. St. Clair 
has put into his picture some nice 
camer.. work; there are shots made 
from diff2ren.. angles which add to 
the picture and which at the same 
time never impress one as strained 
intrusions.

Greta Garbo. 


HEY took Gladys Unger’s play 
“Starlight’’ and changed the 
theme. This, of course, is not 
an unusual proceeding. Then, after 
thinking up titles. that» would fit 
Greta Garbo and not. the -photoplay, 
they decided, after listening to. sev- 
eral more .or less stirring sugges- 
tions, to call the picture, ‘‘The Di- 
vine Woman,’’ in lieu of ‘‘Starlight.’’ 
There is nothing that savors of a 
very beautiful woman or.even a great 
actress in. ‘‘The Divine Woman.”’ 
After having satisfied themselves as 
to the appellation of the. picture, it 
was agreed that the name of the 
principal character would have to be 
changed. It is therefore very little, 
if anything, that remains of Gladys 
Unger’s stage contribution. It might 
be argued that the play was the thing 
that inspired the film now on exhi- 
bition at the Capitol, but one might 
opine that this same inspiration 
might have come from a mere read- 
ing of the play without paying 
thousands of dollars for it. 

The play‘was supposed to have been 
concerned with Sarah Bernhardt, but 
it was said at the time of its pres- 
entation at the Broadhurst Theatre 
in 1925, with Doris Keane in the 
leading réle, to be based on incidents 
in the lives of several actresses. It 
was farcical in spots, but it meant 
something. The picture results in 
being stereotyped and especially dull, 
so dull that even the pleasing and 
sometimes interesting. presence of 
Miss Garbo fails to make it more 
than miildly interesting periodically. 

Victor Seastrom, the director, who 
was responsible for that outstanding 
production of its year ‘“‘He’ Who 
Gets Slapped,’ guided the destinies 
of this picture.’ The properties are 
all there, but the scenes are not over-

burdened with imagination. The 
actions of the players as called for 
by Mr. Seastrom do not ring true; 
they do not give. the characters 
credit for much in the way of. intelli- 
gence, and some possibly interesting 
portions of the narrative are left to 
the imagination. 


Miss Garbo is entrancing in 
“Love,’’ but as ‘‘The Divine Wo- 
man” she sometimes acts well, but 
more often than not devotes more 
time than necessary to flirting with 
the box office in a tedious fashion. 
As Marianne, she is supposed to be 
the daughter of a selfish, snobbish 
woman, a queer kind of mother, 
who permits her daughter to spend 
a hard existence while she is amus- 
ing herself in a flighty fashion. On 
the farm Marianne washes clothes 
and carries laden tubs. It was 
therefore thought to be an excellent 
notion to have this girl, when she 
becomes a stellar actress sparkling 
with diamonds, go through a’ pan- 
tomime of washing laundry and re- 
fusing to carry the tubs because the 
work reminded her of that hardly 
enjoyable time of her life. 


This Swedish actress worked with 
two compatriots in the making of 
this. film—Lars..Hanson, who _ plays 
Lucien, the unfortunate hero, and 
Mr. Seastrom. Miss Garbo has a 
peculiar way of dressing her hair, 
but néver, not’even in the most glit- 
tering costumes of the famous ac- 
tress, is she anything like so fascinat- 
ing as she is*in that picture ‘‘Love.”’

It is not a desirable custom. . It 
has been responsible for more bad 
than good performances. Playing 
from memory, if memorizing is easy 
for him,’ is,often to the benefit ofa 
soloist. Even then it has worked ‘its 
evils, since, for some, it. results in 
distracting the performer’s attention 
from his interpretive task, just be- 
cause of the amount of thought and 
strength that he is expending on un- 
necessary mental effort. And if this 
is the case with a pianist, how much 
more so is it likely to prove with 
a conductor. 


And if the task of conducting from 
memory a purely orchestral compo- 
sition is so formidable, how much 
worse will be the position of the 
conductor who tries to accompany & 
long concerto for solo instrument 
without his score!

Beecham and Horowitz. 


An instance in point is the still 
unexplained failure of Sir Thomas 
Beecham and the pianist Horowitz to 
understand each other during the re- 
cent performance at Philharmonic 
concerts of the Tchaikovsky con- 
certo. This was probably due to sev- 
eral causes. It may be admitted that 
Sir Thomas has something of the 
reputation in England of a bull in 
the china shop when it comes to 
accompanying soloists. Perhaps this 
reputation is as misleading as re- 
ports which tanded to underrate 
his abilities as <n orchestral onduc- 
tor. But there was no good reason 
for the discrepancies of pace and 
of shading thet obtained between 
piano and orchecira. There had been 
two rehearsals, preceded by a con- 
ference of pianist and conductor on 
salient points of interpretation. Pre- 
sumably they understood each other 
fairly well before the first rehearsal. 
But after all the rehearsals and after 
the first performance there was the 
same strange conglomeration of 
tempi that there had been. The first 
Friday afternoon performance was 
no better than that of the previous 
Thursday night. 

On Yhursday Sir Thomas com- 
menced his orchestral introduction 
with a little slower tempo than Mr. 
Horowitz apparently designed. Mr. 
Horowitz, striking in with his heavy 
opening chords, took up a somewhat 
faster tempo. Did this disturb or af- 
fect in any way the ideas of Beech- 
am? Apparently it did not. When 
the strings entered, over the chords, 
with the theme, the conductor mere- 
ly resttmed the tempo of his intro- 
duction with what could be called, 
politely, a sturdy British indepen- 
dence of another man’s thinking. 
This conflict of purposes having been 
settled in favor of Sir Thomas, the 
piano resumed its free passage work, 
unaccompanied, which leads to the 
lordly repetition of that opening 
theme: Again Mr. Horowitz estab- 
lished a relatively fast pace with his 
heavy chords. Again it made not 
the slightest difference to Sir Beech- 
am, Again and again there were 
obvious disagreements. Some of them 
cannot be credited to the conductor, 
and certain tempi created a curiosity 
to hear Horowitz in recital, to find 
out in what degree he is a musician 
and in what degree merely a virtuoso 
with more than his share of the tech- 
nique,’ strength and tricks of his 
trade.

And so the performance went. One 
cannot say, at least at this time of 


gathering, 
however 
kindly, would have seemed anything 
but carping to the gathering so com- 
pletely stampeded as Mr. Horowitz's 
audience. A mob is a mob; blood is 
blood; the call of the wild is heard, 
whether it is a sayage beating a 
drum or a young Russian, mad with 
excitement and.physical speed and 
power, pounding on a keyboard. 


Watching the Notes. 


But to return to the subject of 
performing orchestral scores, and 
especially plano concertos, from 
memory. Would not Sir Thomas’s 
accompaniment have been much bet- 
ter if he could have watched the 
notes Mr. Horowitz was playing? 
Certainly it could, and it should. 
These memory tests that some con- 
ductors exult in are also feats of 
virtuosity, with, frequently, the 
same spectacular purposes as Mr. 
Horowitz’s octaves. They impress 
groundlings; they occasion regret 
among the better informed and the 
more experienced. As if music were 
an affair for the circus, or the ability 
of a conductor depended upon his 
motives, or themes, or counterpoints, 
at one and the same time, from ac- 
customed practice and habit, with- 
out looking at them! Such practices 
are extraneous to music and misrep- 
resentative of the true character of 
an art. If a conductor who knows his 
scores as well as Sir Thomas ap- 
pears to know them wishes to lead 
the orchestra from memory, and can 
do so with ease and effect, let him. 
It is his affair. We are concerned 
only with the music. Conducting the 
orchestra alone, Sir Thomas was suc- 
cessful. When it came to the con- 
cérto, his feat of memorizing ap- 
peared not only superfluous but di- 
rectly injurious. It was as if two per- 
formers had memorized, exactly and 
inflexibly, two different conceptions.

Finishing the Unfinished. 


This is America and we are a prac- 
tical people. We don’t like things 
left at loose ends. As a self-suppert- 
ing, God-fearing nation we have no 
patience with the man who doesn’t 
come through clean, whether he’s a 
ditch. digger or a composer of Un- 
finished Symphonies. 

And if you doubt it, ask the man 
in the street, or get. the opinion of 
the 100 per cent. American in the 
barber shop. He’s a plain man, 
maybe; but, by George, he’s the 
warp and woof of the nation! 

A democracy knows that wisdom 
isn’t confined to a college or a con- 
servatory. It can come from the 
lips of a hobo or a bootlegger. Yes, 
sir, it’s the judgment of the common 
people that’s made this nation what 
it is. Go out and talk to the crowd 
if you want to get ideas. They'll 
tell you quickly enough what they 
think of symphonies finished or 
otherwise. 

*This profound question was recent- 
ly investigated by representatives of 
the Columbia Graphophone Com- 
pany, which originally proposed and 
later repudiated—on at least one oc- 
casion—a prize contest, whereby 
$20,000 of prize money was to be 
divided between Tom, Dick and

B minor or “Unfinished” Symphony. 
But the idea of ‘‘finishing”’ the “‘un- 
finished’’ for publicity purposes 
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has naturally arisen: Can the sym- 
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radical Gaits; also canvassers, actors, 
housewives. 

Of these 60 per cent. had heard of 
Schubert and had no objection to 
the contest. The answers to the 
question of whether finishing the 
“Unfinished’”’- Symphony had any 
real relation to putting arms on the 
Venus de Milo were “‘snappy and 
decisive.”’ 

Those who felt that there was a 
resemblance of principle if not of 
method approved of both ideas—two 
more movements for Schubert, two 
more arms for the Venus. Most of 
those who answered the question- 
naire did mot think that the two 
ideas had anything to do with each 
other. Some thought that Venus 
should have arms, others that she 
was as well off without them. ‘“‘It’s 
a bad comparison,” said the boot- 
legger, ‘“‘between the symphony and 
Venus, and she didn’t need no 
arms.”’ A dishwasher objected. ‘I 
should say not. One is musical and 
one jis a material object. I wouldn't 
like to see it done.” 


A newspaper man had that quick 
logic commonly accredited to his 
craft. ‘If you add arms to the Venus 
de Milo you irrevocably spoil or irm- 
prove it; if you complete the sym- 
phony it can still be played with or 
minus the added part.’’ A printer 
was succinct. ‘‘I’d be in favor of 
adding arms. I'd subscribe money to 
see it done. Venus has everything to 
gain and only a reputation to lose.”’ 
And a salesman: ‘‘Many. broken 
statues have been fixed. Look at 
Lacoon(7?)’* 

A taxi-driver: “I couldn't say if it’s 
a good comparison or not. I wouldn’t 
be opposed: If you stuck on arms, 
O. K.; it wouldn’t be Venus no 
more. Well, let’s have something else 
then. Sure I love Venus.’’ A waiter 
had more imagination. ‘‘Venus 
wouldn’t bé half so worderful if she 
had arms.’’ A retired gentleman in- 
terested in spiritualism said: that he 
would like to see the symphony fin- 
ished, but only under “‘his’’ direc- 
tion. “. . . It can be accomplished. 
But you would need to delve, to 
delve deep. It is possible for humans 
who live to commune with humans 
passed and for works of art to be 
completed by them. I sincerely be- 
lieve it is possible.’’ A reporter was 
willing to see the Unfinished Sym- 
phony finished provided the second 
part did not resemble the first. ‘‘The 
general notion was that it was 
wrong to leave something undone, 
rather than that there might be some 
sacrilege in attempting to finish the 
work. A musician said he would want 
to see it done about a dozen times.’’ 
A secretary, however, was satisfied 
with the symphony as Schubert 
thoughtlessly left it. 

It was Richard Strauss who re- 
marked on a certain occasion that 
when one juror appeared with the 
brain of a Richard Wagner it would 
be time for a group of twelve to pass 
on the question of Baireuth’s claim 
to the possession of ‘‘Parsifal.’’ The 
world today may be. safe for democ- 
racy, but not for unfinished . sym- 
phonies.

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Re your review of ‘‘Faust’’ in Eng- 
lish at the Gallo Theatre—I attended 
last Saturday’s. performance, and 
agree with your criticism re the ab- 
sence of the vision of Marguerite in 
the first scene—this was what I 
missed most in their performance, 
and your. statement is correct that 
its omission not only decreases the 
dramatic effect but that it is abso- 
lutely essential in the whole plot of 
the opera. 

I also agree with your criticism of 
the weakness of the setting and 
stage business in Faust’s first meet- 
ing with Marguerite. Contrast this 
with the older version, and it will 
be realized how much better it was. 

Without disparaging in any way 
this fine young company that has 
hed the courage to come to New 
York, there were many other things 
that, to one who had seen a per- 
formance of this opera at the Metro- 
politan Opera House, seemed lack- 
ing, not only in stage business, but 
in lighting, settings, &c. 

Why the necessity for two Fausts? 
And should not Mephistopheles have 
acted with greater dignity. and 
power? There was one piece of new 
stage business that seemed to be an 
improvement over the older version. 
I refer to the last scene, in -prison, 
where the hands are trying to grasp 
her to drag Marguerite down. This 
was impressive. 


In this version the whole action, 





and even the music, seemed smoth- 
ered in the Kermesse scene, held in 
a room of an inn instead of out- 
side. The exclusion of electrical ‘ef-+ 
fect also detracted from dramatic 
strength. 

Many other details could be men- 
tioned. I was struck by the differ- 
ence in the wording of the English 
text, and the rephrasing of the music 
this necessitated. My memory went 
back to other performances in Eng- 
lish and it seemed to me this text 
lacked the fine meanings and nu- 
ances of other versions.

Admirable in Form and Content. 


In “Antigone” we find again these 
same qualities in Honegger; pas- 
sionate play of imagination, power, 
rhythmic invention—all disciplined by 
an iron will. In ‘‘Le Roi David’’ the 
form was inferior to the inspiration: 
“Antigone”’ the thought has found 
exactly its appropriate guise. It is 
evident that the work was not, like 
“Le Roi David,’’ written in two 
months. It is the product. of a slow 
development during three years. The 
score was matured, worked over and 
built up with a masterly care and 
sureness of touch. Here is no brik 
liant improvisation, no interesting 
but unfinished attempt at composi- 
tion, like so many we have applaud- 
ed. It is a work completely realized 
in all its details. Nothing has been 
left to chance: It constitutes an en- 
tity from which nothing can be taken 
away. Here we are far indeed from 
the disjointed eclecticism of “Le Roi 
David’’; unity of style’ is absolute: 


In the presence of such an achieve- 
ment, we can only admire or criticize 
“en bloc”; it is impossible to mix 
praise and blame. We must accept’ 
or reject it, wholly. It may very well 
be that some may not like this music, 
so bitter, violent and tense. But none 
can withhold admiration from the 
creator of such a monumental 
achievement. 


The libretto of Jean Cocteau is a 
free adaptation of the tragedy of 
Sophocles. He has made large cuts 
and rewritten the whole play with a 
facile pen. What seems to me un- 
fortunate is his tendency, with a 
view to modernizing the antique 
drama and making it more vital, of 
employing locutions of the most vul- 
gar triviality in those passages where 
Sophocles, discarding the tragic tone, 
expresses himself with a noble fa- 
miliarity. Despite this defect, the 
book as a whole retains the spirit of 
the original text.

THE FINE ART OF USING PERFUME 





Lucien Lelong Discusses How an Appropriate Scent 
Adds Individuality to a Gown 


i [ 20c moderg couturiers have 
added to their accomplish- 
ments that of creating. per- 

fumes to suit their styles of gowns. 

In this day one goes to an opening 

at any one of the fashionable estab- 

lishments expecting to view not only 
the latest thing in gowns, wraps or 
millinery, but also the newest con- 
ceptions of appropriate scents. One 
frequently finds at the entrance of 
exclusive dressmaking shops in New 
York, as well as in Paris, a display 
of dress accessories among which 
will be a varied array of perfume 
bottles. Even the bottles have been 
so well designed that it is possible, 
almost, to guess the kinds of per- 
fume each contains, and this part of 
every season’s exhibition, Spring or 
Fall, is always fascinating. 


The house of Lucien Lelong is one 
that has made a keen study of per- 
fume. M. Lelong, who has lately 
been touring the United States in 
the interest of his new creation, has 
a poetic idea with regard to women’s 
dress and her perfume. To him 
the scent worn is a matter of vital 
importance. Couturiers, in his 
view, come to regard women as 
flowers that are highly sensitive to 
their environment, by which he il- 
lustrates the significance to women 
of not only the line, color and. fab- 
ric in their dress, but ‘also of the 
perfume which each type suggests. 

*,* 

Because of the independence of 
modern women in matters of dress, 
M. Lelong finds that fashionable 
couturiers have become arbiters in- 
stead of dictators, to whom clients 
look for individual rather than col- 
lective styles., The work of the de- 
signer has broadened to include all 
of the more essential accessories, 
and he is now prepared to provide 
them all, from underwear to jewelry 
and purses, as well as perfumes, 

It is a ‘large order,”’ and M. Le- 
long, for his part, is trying to meet 
one part of it by his analytical study 
of the significance of perfume. 


ERFUME is not to be chosen 
haphazardly. It must reflect the 
characteristics of the wearer and 

her gown, and there are as many 
kinds of perfume as of costumes. 
Modistes are concerned v-ith having 
them distilled so that they will re- 
flect each type of dress with faultiess 
taste. Gradually, with the develop- 
ment of this ultra-modern feature of 
fashions, a fine sense is being culti- 
vated and women are becoming con- 
noisseurs. 


Lucien Lelong is demonstrating 
how charming an ensemble can be 
whén it is harmonious in every de- 
tail. For the stately woman who. is 
to. wear a gown of long, graceful 
lines and handsome fabric he has 
distilled a perfume of the Orient, one 
that suggests lotus flowers, tall lilies, 
gorgeous purple and deep-red blos- 
soms. For the débutante. for whom 
is designed dainty, flower-like frocks 
of sheer stuffs, the freshest and most 
delicate scent is made. A woman of 
spirituelle type. with an ivory skin 
and cameo features is given a per- 
fume that matches in its suggestion 
the slim lines and clinging drapery 
or the crépes, chiffons and silky, 
transparent velvets, which are now 





so fashionable. Even the athletic 
girl is taken into account by the 
creator of perfumes, who makes one 
that breathes the great outdoors. 
That for the grande dame suggests 
sophistication, and for the girl of 
quiet tastes a subtly blended bou- 
quet. 

All of these are the result of seri- 
ous experiment and study. ‘‘Asym- 
metric’”’ is the term applied by M. 
Lelong to the new perfumery con- 
ception, according to which once the 
harmony of personality and perfume 
is understood an inharmonious note 
jars the sensibilities. It is an up-to- 
date idea. 


BLOUSES ARE SEEN 
IN NOVEL DESIGNS 


LOUSES to wear with the new 

cnsembles in which the three- 

quarters and _ seven-eighths 
length coats predominate are quite 
attractive. Instead of being made 
along fussy lines, or with extremely 
tailored styling, they strike a happy 
medium by embracing the newest 
trends noted in the frocks for 
Spring. Neck lines are important 
and are as widely varied as can be. 
The body sections are designed to 
show the new geometric seaming 
and tucking and also the adept han- 
dling of two different materials, such 
as satin and crépe.

Mme. de Jouvenel’s own letter 
heads the collection.

For us he has be 
come the radiant and the triumphant 
symbol of America.”’ 

“I have brought these ‘homages’ 
from France because I who am a 
mother wish to honor another wo- 
man who has borne a son,’”’ Mme. de 
Jouvenel, explained. ‘‘Like the Chi- 
nese I believe in the worship of pre- 
ceding generations; they are in so 
large a measure responsible for us. 
Mme. Lindbergh has been so modest 
and so brave that she is deserving 
of all the recognition one can give 
her.”’ 

The two women will meet in De- 
troit on Jan. 25, when.a reception 
at which the presentation of the 
book will take place is to be given 
under the auspices of Henry Ford. 

Mme. de Jouvenel is also intent 
upon furthering’ the interests of 
Bienvenue Francaise, which she 
hopes will bring about a closer al- 
liance between the. ‘‘grand parent 
and the grand child,’’ as she calls 
the French and American republics. 

La Bienvenue Frangalse literally 
translated means ‘‘French Wel- 
come.”” It is a stretching of hands 
across’ the seas. During the war 
Mme. de“Jouvenel nursed and fed 
soldiers and came into close con- 
tact with ministers..and generals. 
From a-gallant officer on his dying 
bed she drew her inspiration to pro- 
mote the cause of peace.. This man 
was. Captain Robert Boas, her 
brother, who told her that women’s 
mission in life lay in the cause of 
peace. 

She set about preparing the way 
to the ideal. The intellectual treas- 
urés of France must be made fa- 
miliar to all the world, she- decided. 
She canvassed the various institutes 
of France, those ‘representing the 
arts and the sciences; she called 
upon Government departments, and 
otherwise got into touch with the in- 
tellectual leaders of her country and 
made an index of cultural offerings. 
Bhe catalogued the days. when -fa- 
mous lecturers held their courses, 
when artists received, when curators 
of museums could best be reached, 
and when’ and how scientists and 
industrialists could be approached. 

A Service to Visitors. 

With such a store of facts in hand 
she let.it. become: known, in the 
countries allied in’ the World War 
that men and, women. bearing satis- 
factory credentials—letters from 
their Ambassadors or from the or- 
ganizations they represented—would 
be received by her and her commit- 
tee and that they would be helped 
to meet those who could be of most 
assistance to them. 

‘(We are not so accustomed to pub- 
licity in our country as you are 
here,’’ said Mme. de Jouvenel. ‘‘Our 
papers do not announce the arrival 
of célebrities as yours do, and Paris 
is visited by so many that we cannot 
keep informed about arrivals without 
some special assistance. That is why 
many foreign visitors learn so little 
about the'real France. ‘They have no 
means: of contact. The Bienvenue 
Francaise will help to bridge the 
gulf ‘between ‘travelers and ‘people. 
Last year we entertained 7,000 guests.

MAN OF GREAT 


LENIN’S BRAIN SHOWS HE WAS 


MENTAL POWER 





ER the heading ‘“The Science 
of Lenin’s Brain, A New Form 
of Adoration of Saints,’’ the 

Berlin Vossische Zeitung recently re- 
printed from a German Communist 
paper an article by Dr. Semashko, 
head of the People’s Commissariat 
of. Health of the Soviet Union. In 
his article Dr. Semashko said: 
“During the two years the work 
was carried on, Lenin’s brain was 
cut in 31,000 sections, all of which 
are preserved for future investiga- 
tion. It has been preserved for 
science. The sections needed for the 
current investigation were colored in 
the proper way, microphotographs 
were taken of them and then the 
work of investigation was begun. A 
number of normal brains of persons 
of average mentality were used for 
purposes of comparison. 

“The construction of the third 
layer of Lenin’s meninges deserves 
particular attention. This layer con- 
sists of the so-called pyramid cells, 
which in Lenin’s case were found to 
be especially complicated. There- 
fore, the brain of Lenin represents 





one of the highest types of the de- 


velopment of the central nervous 
system. 

‘‘The considerable development of 
the pyramid cells is bound to. pro- 
duce an intensification of the en- 
tire*activity: of different brains. This 
explains the greater richness of 
Lenin’s mental life. The wealth of 
the lines of. communication: that‘leed 
from the pyramid cells and connect 
the different parts of the brain with 
each other explains the great num- 
ber and the multiformity of the 
thoughts which originated in Lenin’s 
brain, and especially his ability to 
get his bearings quickly in the most 
complicated. situations and. on in- 
volved problems. 


‘The wealth. of the centres in which 
Lenin’s thoughts originated and the 
great variety of the ways followed by 
these thoughts also explain Lenin’s 
sense of reality. Just because there 
were so many of these thoughts in 
existence and one was controlled by 
the others the resulting conclusions 
were correct and real to’a greater 
degree. This wealth of thoughts, its 
multiformity end the speed of com- 
prehension gave to Lenin a wonder- 
ful power of intuition.’’

Lady Bailey’s recognition by the 
International League of ‘Aviators is, 
in- effect, a tribute to the unusual 
number of sterling women aviators 
who have come to ‘the front abroad 
in recent seasons.

The Department of 
Health of NewYork has found’ that) 
from 20 to 28 per cent. of the thou- 
sands of thermometers it has tested 
are defective,. results confirmed in 
the State of Massachusetts and in 
other official tests. 

To remedy this situation a bill has 
been introduéédin) Congress) requir 
ing that all clinical thermometers 
shall be approved by the Bureau of 
Standards,..subject to the bureau’s 
inspection and tests: 

At the instance of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission a meeting 
was held at.which representatives 
of clinical ‘thermometer manufac- 
turers,.the American.Medical Asso- 
ciation and the American ' Hospital 
Association were heard. Senator 
Copeland, who introduced the:bill re- 
quiring © Government inspection, 
stated. the.case for his measure as 
follows: 

“Every physician depends on the 
readings of his thermometer. He is 
governed largely in‘ his conclusions 
as to thé state of the ‘patient’s 
health by ‘the readings of the ther- 
mometer. The question of whether 
or not to operate may be de’ 
by the reading of the thermometer,

This percentage of bad ther- 
mometers ahd the fact that they are 
put on the market is a very good ar- 
gument for the compulsory test sys- 
tem.”

HE heat stored in the hot rocks 

of the earth’s interior is im- 

mense—many million times 

the amount that could be re- 
leased by the exploitation of the 
world’s coal and oil. A simple cal- 
culation shows that a cubic mile of 
hot» rock «cooled by 1,000: degrees 
Fahrenheit would yield as much heat 
as is obtained by the burning of 200,- 
000,000 tons: of coal. If this heat 
were utilized at only 20 per cent. ef- 
ficiency, it would produce enough 
steam: to keep turbines of 50,000,000 
aggregate horsepower running for 
@ year, This horsepower is only 
slightly less than that of all the pow- 
er stations in the United States. 

Wherever we sink a mine shaft, or 
drill or tunnel through a high moun- 
tain, the temperature of the rocks 
steadily. increascs as. we descend. The 
tate. of..increase varies in different 
parts of the world. In/Europe jit, is 
about 90 degrees Fahrenheit for each 
mile, of, descent; in North America 
about, 70 degrees Fahrenheit; on the 
Witwatersrand of: South Africa only 
24 degrees Fahrenheit. . In. special 
volcanic areas, such as the Yellow- 
stone Park in Wyoming, and around 
the. Town of Laderello in Tuscany, 
the hot rocks. crop: out at: the -sur- 
face, and, geysers, hot springs and 
steam jets abound. 

‘The Earth’s Solidity. 

This increase in temperature in- 
dicates that heat is escaping from.a 
still hotter interior, Once upon a 
time we were taught that the earth 
is white hot and molten below a 
shallow. crust of solid rock. We know 
better. now... Earthquake waves. tell 
us -that the earth is solid and. rigid 
for, at least, 3,200 miles, out of, its 
4,000 miles of radial depth. A study

For heat is 
the: fodder that machines .must feed 
upon: to reproduce thems¢élves and 
live, 


Our Invaluable Coal. 


Already we realize that coal, which 
for the last few hundred’ years has 
been our chief source of heat, 
is a chemical substance of immense 
value. From it we can distil oil for 
our automobiles and our airplanes, 
gas for the delicate heating of our 
glass furnaces, tar for ‘our’ roads, 
metallurgical’coke for’ our steel in- 
dustries, dyes to gladden the eye and 
explosives to blast a subway or de- 
stroy an enemy. From the residues 
of this distillation we make fertiliz- 
érs. The dust of coal is an essential 
ingredient of the cement of our ferro- 
concrete buildings. 

Yet, up to the’ present, ‘we have 
been content to destroy coal in open 
fires. “The smoke it produces 
shrouds the sunlight, exacts a vast 
toll in sickness and reduced vitality, 
rusts the steel of our bridges and 
eats away the stone walls of our 
houses.

Bombing Out the Rocks. 

Tons’ and tons’ of small percussion 
bombs are now thrown in: They ex- 
plode ‘and tear away the bottom of 
the ‘hole.

A sidelight on the situation is the]. 
world-wide sensation ‘aroused by the}: 


book, “‘Mother India.” The author, 
Miss Katherine Mayo, is not a Brit- 
ish subject but a citizen of the United 
States. She looked at the life of In- 
dia, not as‘a politician but as a wo- 
man, interested in the realities of the 
home. Her exposure’ of child mar- 
riage, of untouchability, of the mis- 
use of sacred animals and of other 
deep-seated social and ~« religious 
abuses, based in the. main—as it is 
admitted t6é be—on truth, has in- 
flicted a deep wound on Indian sus- 
ceptibilities, which, however, may be, 
in the long ran, a wholesome surgery, 
leading to permanent remedies of 
the evils alleged. 

In 1858 the Indian Mutiny was 
crushed, and Quéen Victoria an- 
nexed the heritage of the Mogul Em- 
perors, The British Raj was de- 
clared and India submitted to an ab- 
solute autocracy. This is the autoc- 
racy which is now under gradual but 
fundamental modification. 

The Situation Changes. 


It was in the year 1905 that the 
scene suddenly changed. The Vice- 
roy, Lord Curzon, was brilliant 
rather than beloved. Merely as an 
act of administration, he proposed to 
divide the historic Province of Ben- 
gal into two parts. There was a 
storm of protest. To India, here was 
an outrage comparable withthe par- 
titions of Poland. The plan was aban- 
doned, but a new situation was cre- 
ated. Indian opinion could be dis- 
missed no longer as ‘“‘sedition.’* It 
had to be accepted as legitimate 
politics. 

The Secretary of State for India 
was Lord Morley. He was a pro- 
tagonist for Home Rule, at any rate 
in Ireland. He began to concede a 
measure of autonomy to India, but 
with a caution that satisfied nobody. 
The officials were disgruntled. The 
agitators only agitated with the 
more fury. When the World War 
came to an end India, after sixty 
years of British rule, was seething 
with revolutionary unrest. The crisis 
was scarcely less grave than the 
Mutiny itself, and out of the crisis 
the Indian Constitution was born. 

Many circumstances contributed to 
the turmoil. India was aroused by 
the growing influence of Japan, by 
Russian propaganda, by the furious 
controversies over Ireland,’ by revo- 
lutions in Europe, by the advocacy 
of self-determination, by the high 
prices due to the war, by the hard 
fate of Turkey, which alienated the 
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The Indian Parliament in Session—a Gorgeous Spectacle of Oriental Pomp and Circumstance.

Mosléms, and by repressive meas- 
ures like the Rowlatt acts and the 
deplorable. massacre at Amritzar, 
which provoked the Hindus. It was 
a hurricane that seemed to blow 
from every quarter of the compass. 

Today many of these discontents 
are abated: By the Four Power 
compact and her status in the 
League of Nations Japan stands for 
an orderly Asia. It is clear, even 
to China, that Russia has no para- 
dise to offer. Ireland is a Free 
State. War prices have. declined. 
As for Turkey, she has struck 
straight at Islamic sentiment by. de- 
throning the Sultan and obliterating 
the Caliphate. India is able to ex- 
amine her future with a clearer eye. 

The Constitutional Reforms. 

Ten years ago David Lioyd George 
as Prime Minister was at the zenith 
of his infliience. He startled the 
bureaucrats by appointing a com- 
paratively young man, Edwin S. 
Montagu—now, alas! dead—to be Sec- 
retary for India. The Viceroy hap- 
pened to be Lord Chelmsford, -who 
later was First Lord of the Admi- 
rality in the Labor Cabinet, and there 
were worked out the so-called. Mon- 
tagu-Chelmsford—or ‘‘Montford’’—re- 
forms, which in reality were nothing 
less than. a federal constitution for 
India, with a Parliament at Delhi 
and Legislatures in the various prov- 
inces. 

It was a daring experiment. To 
begin with, it could not be said that 
any Parliament in the East had been 
@ conspicuous success. Egypt, Tur- 
key, Persia, China—they had tried 
the constitutional method and failed

Major General George S. Gibbs, at 52, Has Risen 
From the Ranks Since Our War With Spain 


O the small group of former buck 
T privates who now wear the two 

stars of a Major General in the 
United States Army has been added 
the name of George 8. Gibbs, the 
new Chief Signal Officer. The others 
in this group at pfésetit’ are Preston 
Brown, a Yale man; who has risen 
from the ranks to become the Com- 
manding’ General of 'the First Corps 
Area, comprising the New England 
States; Robert H. Allen, the present 
Chief of. Infantry, and James H, 
Fechet, the Chief of Air Corps who 
recently succeeded Mason M.. Pat- 
rick, 

The. new Chief Signal. .Officer 
joined the army in '98 as a private 
of the First Iowa Infantry, and in 
less than thirty years after his en- 
listment be has risen to the highest 
peace-time’rank in the army. At the 
age of 52 he is one of the youngest 
of Major Generals. 

Promotion. came. fast to Private 
Gibbs in the“war with Spain. He had 
hardly arrived in San Francisco des- 
tined. for. service in the Philippines, 
when he was promoted to sergeant 
in the First Company, Volunteer 
Signal Corps. When this organiza- 
tion sailed ‘for ‘Manila: on: June 25, 
1898, he was its first sergeant. 

Sergeant Gibbs arrived at Cavite

They marched, under 
enemy fire, across a wide estuary up 
to their armpits in water and 
straight up to the stone fort of San 
Antonio de Abad, entering the Span- 
ish fort with the leading elements 
of the Colorado infantry. 

Sergeant Gibbs participated in 
twenty-eight engagements or skir- 
mishes during his tour in the Philip- 
pines, and in February, 1901, he was 
commissioned a First Lieutenant. of 
Signal Corps. Soon afterward he 
was ordered to Alaska for duty. 

With the frontier post of Fort Gib- 
bon as his headquarters, the young 
Lieutenant was engaged for almost 
two years in constructing military 
telegraph lines throughout the Alas- 
ka territorv. 

Again promoted, Captain Gibbs be- 
came Chief Signal Officer of the 
Army of Cuban Pacification, in 1907, 
and adviser to the Department of 
Communication of the Cuban Gov- 
ernment. He rose steadily in rank 
until September, 1917, when he went 
to France with the temporary rank 
of Colonel, later Brigadier General, 
of the National Army. For his ser- 
vices in the war General Gibbs was 
awarded the

Iam not prepared to say that it will 
be the’ wish of India to proceed on 
those lines, but I have at any rate 
given thé opportunity to the people 
of India -to indicate their views in 
that direction.”’

Obviously, there were grounds for 
propaganda. In every direction the 
Constitution was hedged around with 
restrictions. The franchise, by which 
legislators were elected, was severely 
limited to no more than about 6,000,- 
000 voters. Many legislators were 
nominated without any election at 
all, Also the legislatures, so com- 
posed, enjoyed only an incomplete 
authority. Many powers, some in- 
volving finance, remained under the 
control of the Viceroy and the Gov- 
ernors. Moreover, there was the 
general and overriding condition that 
in any matter where a legislature re- 
fused to act the Executive could deal 
with the situation as if no legisla- 
ture existed. It was perhaps no 
wonder that, in thHe“heated ‘state of 
public opinion, a Constitution with 
these safeguards was declared to be 
a sham. 

However, the machine called ‘‘dy- 
archy’’ was set going, and at the

The 
army a8 a whole is commanded by 
British officers, but commissions are 
sometimes granted to Indians. Here 
a difficulty is promotion, It is stated 
that British officers are reluctant to 
serve under the orders of an Indian 
officer of superior rank. 

The effect of conciliation has been 
that at elections and after elections 
Swaraj of the merely violent type has 
declined in influence.

South American aviation, Already

H. GARRISON and J. Ordway 
Westcott, regular National Air 
Transport mail pilots on the 

night flight from Chicago to Hadley 
Field, N. J., have broken the record 
for the eastbound mail. They com- 
pleted the 719 miles one night last 
week in 4 hours 15 minutes, nearly 
two hours ahead of the regu- 
lar schedule. Garrison left the Chi- 
cago Airport at 8:12. P. M. and set 
his. plane down at Cleveland’one hour 
and fifty-three minutes later. His 
eleven sacks were transferred to an- 
other plane and Westcott climbed in- 
to the cockpit. Aided by the same 
following wind that had helped Gar- 
rison, he made the climb over the 
Alleghanies, across Pennsylvania.and 
into New. Jersey in 2 hours 22 
minutes, arriving at Hadley Field at 
2:50 A. M.

F an inquiring citizen of New 
York interested in education 
should take it into his head to 
inspect a State university at first 

hand, the likelihood is that he would 
project a trip to Ann Arbor, Mich., 
or Columbus, Ohio, or perhaps even 
to Madison, Wis., or Minneapolis, 
Minn. 

As a matter of fact he would not 
need to travel so far. The State

Now comes old Rutgers in New 
Jersey, chartered ten years before 
the Declaration of Independence, of 
respectable age before the State uni- 
versity idea was born, déclaring that 
she is no longer a small college, 
classical and denominational, » but 
the State University of New Jersey. 
Can it be that the Western idea of 
tax-supported higher education, has 
taken hold of a State as conserva- 
tive as New Jersey, even capturing 
one of her proud Colonial colleges? 


A Land Grant College. 

The capture, to continue the fig- 
ure, began more than sixty years 
ago. Rutgers, like Yale, Dartmouth 
and Brown, volunteered to undertake 
the responsibilities—and to enjoy the 
emoluments—of being the land-grant 
college of the State, when Congress 
in 1862 passed the bill of Senator 
Morrill of Vermont to endow a col- | 
lege in each State with proceeds | 
from the sale of public lands. | 

But unlike her sister Colonial in- | 
stitutions, which soon divested them- 
selves of Federal and State relations, 
Rutgers seemed to enjoy her new 
employments. The agricultural ex- 
periment station became her pride 
and spread her name far in the sci- 
entific world. Not less gratifying 
were practical results on the farms 
of the State, which enabled New 
Jersey farmers to boast that they 
tilled the highest priced and best 
paying farms in the United States. 


Led Mosquito Fight. 


When war was declared on the 
Jersey mosquito the Department of 
Entomology at Rutgers furnished 
scientific leadership in the reclama- 
tion of pest-stricken areas, which 
has added over a billion dollars to 
the ratables of the State. When the 
important clay-working industries 
needed an experiment station to en- 
able them to compete with manu- 
facturers similarly advantaged in 
Ohio and New York, they sought 
and secured a State Departmerit of. 
Ceramics at Rutgers More recently. 
when the Women’s Club of the State

The Present Organization. 

The Rutgers of today has the or-

The situation today is’ full of in- 
terest and the outcome may be an 
important chapter in the history of 
American’ higher éducatién.

Rut- 
gers is unquestionably the State col- 
lege and has been designated by the 
Legislature the State University, so 
that whatever is done in the way 
of higher education under public 
auspices in the State will undoubted- 
ly be done through the medium of 
Rutgers. 

In earlier years the needs of Rut- 
gers for State support could be sat- 
isfied through modest appropria- 
tions from the railroad taxes. Other 
education enterprises—notably the 





teachers’ pension fund—which have 
drawn from this source have re- 
cently so increased their demands 
that a strong sentiment has _ been 
created that there should be an en- 
tirely new and distinct source of 
appropriation for higher education 
and one ‘hich will yield 6 games 
resources, 

New Jersey is. not a parhimonious 
State. She has built permanent 
highways on a lavish scale. No 
charges of neglect of the delinquent 
and defective classes can be justly 
made against her. Her public schools 
are very liberally supported. If the 
State is thoroughly persuaded that 
she should support higher education 
as do the great majority of Ameri- 
can commonwealths—and the stead- 
ily increasing demand, both of youth 
for collegiate opportunity and of 
commerce and industry for the out- 
put of the college, is bound to force 
that conviction—there may be within 
a few years in the metropolitan area 
a State university which will com- 
pare not unfavorably with those 
great State institutions of the West 
which are the distinctive product of 
democratic America in the field of 
higher education.

N July 1, 1898, ‘a Second Lieu- 
tenant in the Tenth Cavalry, 
fresh from West Point, was 
wounded at the Battle of San 
Juan Hill, in Cuba. Though not se- 
vere, the wound was a trying one, 
and the young officér was losing a 
good dea) of blood through the tem- 
porary bandage he was wearing. A 
regimental commander came along. 
He looked at the subaltern and said: 

“This bandage will have to come 
off.’’ 

Off it came, and a new one was 
put on, under the personal super- 
vision of the Colonel. When the 
first-aid. treatment had been com- 
pleted the regimentel commander 
patted the Lieutenant on the back 
end said chiiserfultyy: Now you: will 
be all right.’’

Off on a New Mission. 


During about thirty years of asso- 
ciation with Wood, McCoy had an.

cies. And .now Président Codlidge 
has sent McCoy to Nicaragua te su- 
pervise the election to be held this 
October under the provisions of **> 
agreement negotiated. by Henry iL. 
Stimson last year between the L'‘b- 
erals and the Conservatives. 

Those who know McCoy ‘best say 
there is no man better fitted for this 
mission, the success of wwhich means 
s0 much to, our future relations with 
Latin America. McCoy kas made an 
enviable record since he was gred- 
uated from West Point in 1897.. He 
has been associated with big men; 
he has taken an’ important part in 
undertakings of moment; he is said 
to be as much at home in an em- 
bassy room as on the parade ground, 
and, withal, he is a first-class fight- 
ing man, who has made good as a 
leader of men in battle, In the World 
War he commanded for several 
months the, 165th..Régiment of. In- 
fantry of New York—the old Sixty- 
ninth Regiment—and, later a brigade 
of the Thirty-second Division. 

A Trusted Aide of. Wosd. 

Leonard: Wood had a-habit-of se- 
lecting his subordinates carefully, 
and giving them full responsibility 
within certain limits. When he had 
tested their mettle and learned what 
each could do he was likely to ask 
for these men again. McCoy, Hal- 
stead Dorey, Gordon Johnston, 
George T. Langhorne—these were 
some of the best known of his lieu- 
tenants, one or more of them usual- 
ly being with him. 


McCoy was commended. for gal- 
lantry in action against the Spanish 
forces at Las Guaysimas, Cuba, on 
June 24, 1898, and at Santiago a few 
days later. He was later detailed as 
aide-de-camp to Wood, at that time a 
Major General and Military Governor 
of Cuba. One of the very junior of- 
ficers in the army, he had neverthe- 
less attracted the attention of Wood, 
and in 1903 accompanied him to the 
German Army manoeuvres. The time 
was to come when McCoy would 
lead an American brigade against 
that army. 


War in the Philippines. 


Late in 1903, on the strength of his 
administrative work in Cuba, Wood 
went to the Philippines. He took 
with him McCoy, stile subaltern: 
In the next three years the United 
States had a gigantie task in estab- 
lishing law and order through the 
islands. <A civil Government had to 
be set up and supported, revolts put 
down, schools established, roads and’ 
railroads built, modern sanitation in-

Wood came on 
the scene with two mountain guns 
and a regiment of infantry.

Aide to Roosevelt, 


In this fight fifteen Moros and 
three Americans were killed. A week 
later the merchants of Zamboanga 
gave a public celebration for McCoy 
and his officers. MeCoy subse- 
quently served as secretary of the 
Moro Province and in 1906 as en- 
gineer. 

Soon thereafter McCoy was made 
aide to President Roosevelt. An as- 
signinent to the White House under 
Roosevelt was anything but a ‘“‘soft 
billet.’’ Roosevelt had besn a soldier, 
he liked to ride, and a man appointed 
to be his military aide was sure to 
do a day’s work. 

General Wood became Chief. of 
Staff in 1910: -He. soon asked that 
McCoy be assigned to the General 
Staff as one of his principal assis- 
tants. In this capacity McCoy 
learned a great deal about the steff 
work of our small] pre-war army and 
familiarized himself with the work- 
ings of the War Department. 

Commanded on Rio Grande. 

In 1914, by the operation of the so- 
called Manchu law—which prevents 
an officer from staying in Washing- 
ton more than a certain period of 
years—McCoy went down to the 
Mexican border, almost the second 
home of the American cavalryman. 
He commanded the cavalry’ patrol 
districts on the Rio Grande border 
and was in action against Mexican 
bandits in 1915-16 at Cavazas Cross- 
ing and Ojo-de-Agua. McCoy here 
showed that staff and administrative 
work had not unfitted him for the 
work of practical soldiering. 

McCoy belonged to the ‘Wood 
group” of army officers. His selec- 
tion by Pershing as a member of the 
initial staff of G. H. Q., A. E. F.— 
all Pershing’s own selections—speaks 
for his. ability. and reputation... Per- 
shing and Harbord had been at San- 
tiago and both had known McCoy 


in Cuba? Pershing’ picked McCoy 


for: his staff when he went to 
France and after the war, whep 
Harbord went to Armenia as head 
of the American Military Mission, he 
asked that McCoy accompany him-as 
his Chief of Staff. 

For nearly a year McCoy was sec- 
retary of the General Staff of the 
A. E. F. This was the period when 
Pershing waé laying the foundation 
for an overséas army which grew to 
2,000,000, and the General Staff was 
perhaps'the busiest group of men in 
the,army. A thousand and one dif- 


ferent problems pressed for solution. 


McCoy. had much to do with plan- 
(ting the organization of our overseas 
forces, 

With the New York Troops. 

Like every true soldier in war, Mc- 
Coy wanted duty with troops. In 
May, 1918, he was assigned to com- 
mand the Sixty-ninth Regiment of 
New York, then the 165th Infantry 
of the Forty-second Division. -wil 
liam J. Donovan, now Assistant At- 
torney General, was a battalion com- 
mander in this regiment. Later he 
‘was its Colonely#iere is what Dono- 
van tells about the way: the men of 
the regiment, felt toward their com- 
mander: 

‘In May, 1918, \Célénel MeCoy came 
to the Sixty-ninth New York.

thirty miles of passages, or a bore- 
hole three feet in diameter and thirty 
miles deep could be expected to give 
a continuous heat yield to the cir- 
culating fluid equivalent to 4,000 
horsepower. 

Now, the cost of obtaining in a 
modern power station the heat that 
would continuously produce this 
power can be divided into two parts. 
First, the cost of the boilers, their 
maintenance and their amortization. 
This may be placed at $200,000. Next, 
the cost of a continuous supply of 
fuel which, if capitalized at only 5 
per cent., would amount to $3,000,- 
000 with coal at $5 per ton, or to 
$120,000,000 with coal at $200 a ton. 
This latter price was recently paid 
for coal in Spain. 


Probably less than $30,000,000 would 
cover the cost of either type of heat 
bore-hole I have outlined when once 
the technique has been adequately 
worked out. The constructional costs 
could be further reduced if the bore- 
holes struck or were made to follow 
lodes containing valuable ore bodies 
in the deep-lying rocks, 

Economic necessity will probably 
force us to use coal more rationally. 
We have only to imagine an insatia- 
ble demand for. one or more coal de 
rivatives to foresee the day when 
the burning of coal will be regarded 
as an unforgivable waste. Suppose, 
for example, that a vast construc- 
tional scheme made it necessary to 
use enormous quantities of steel. 
Coke is required to make steel, and 
coke is reduced from coal, the yvola- 
tile compounds being collected and 
utilized as the raw materials of a 
hundred industries. Multiply this ex- 
ample by ten, and it is easy to im- 
agine a world forced by sheer neces- 
sity to mine the earth for its heat.

This dream of making the earth’s 
internal heat do work has always 
been with civilized man. From the 
earliest times the hot springs which 
occur in volcanic regions and in the 
lacolithic areas where hot rocks 
reach the surface have been prac- 
tically applied. ‘Did not Plato pic- 
ture Poseidon, sea god of the Greeks, 
creating a hot spring to embellish 
the bathing place of his mistress, 
Cleito? At Bath, in England, a het 
spring still flows through lead-lined 
basins made by Roman workmen, 
while at: the foot of Hekla volcani- 
cally heated water permeates the soil 
and enhances the growth of vege- 
tables. 

The Maories of Whakerewarena in 
New Zealand wash and cook in water 
that has been heated in Plutonic 
cauldrons; and for just a century 
steam jets, or ‘‘soffioni,”* which is- 
sue from the hillsides of Tuscany, 
have been used to concentrate the 
solutions of boric acid on which a 
local industry depends.

give its earnest attention to 
the problem of safety on our streets 
and highways. We made many new 
records in 1927-in the commercial, 
the industrial and the scientific 
fields—but. before we broadcast our 
records of progress, let us recall for 
& Moment the fact that there is one 
great field in which our achieve- 
ments were not so impressive, that 
is, the field of safety. 


To appreciate the seriousness .of 
this. national problem, we need only 
refer to the records which disclose 
that. motor. vehicle . accidents .ac- 
counted for 160,390 deaths in the 
United ..States between Jan. 1, 1917, 
and Dec. 31,,1926,.. The toll of Amer- 
ican.lives in..the World. War was 
120,326, including . soldiers, . sailors 
and marines, who. were. killed or 
died from. sickness, suicide and 
other causes, 


Uniformity Needed. 

Nation-wide uniformity may take 
Many years to achieve and may 
never be absolute, but there is never- 
theless a crying need for some degree 
of standardization of the rules under 
which the motor caravan of the na- 
tion is to move. If we could but 
agree on fundamentals, we could 
reasonably expect progress in the 
solution of the baffling problem of 
handling motor vehicle traffic. 


The primary purpose of uniform 
‘Tegulation is to formulate rules 
which will prevent conflict as far as 
possible and facilitate traffic move- 
ment with the maximum safety to 
persons and property. The work of 
the Hoover Committee gives promise 
that 1928 will go down in the history 
of motoring progress as a year of 
real achievement in solving the prob- 
lems and curing the ills of motor 
vehicle movement. 


What would. uniformity accom- 
plish?. It would accomplish many 
things, some. of which will readily 
eccur to every one familiar with the 
problem: 


First, and of great importance, 
acientific and more or less uniform 
regulations would save lives and 
lessen the gigantic national toll of 
traffic accidents and fatalities, 


Second, ‘it would te less strain on 
drivers ofall vehicles and thus de- 
atroy the: psychological hazard due to 
the bewildering diversity of regula- 
tions now existing. 

Third) it would facilitate the move- 
ment of traffic ‘and permit:m@re ad- 
vantageous use of the limited street 
surface area available to cities and 
towns, thus reducing the huge eco- 
nomic losses due to traffic tie-ups. 

Fourth, it would help the free cir- 
culation of the automobile through- 
out the country and promote motor 
touring, which is unquestionably ren- 
- @ered less pleasurable by reason of 
the multiplicity of regulations. 

Fifth, it would render possible more 
extensive use of the car in cities, in- 
crease the benefits from ownership 
and promote the growth of our big 
automotive industry and its auxili- 
aries. 

Sixth, a uniform ordinance would 
certainly make enforcement easier, 
and enforcement is one of the diffi- 
cult problems of today. 

Elimination of the superabundance 
of city traffic ordinances and the 
haphazard fashion of existing regula- 
tion cannot fail to reduce the long 
list of fatalities on the streets and 
highways. 

Efforts to Simplify Rules. 


In approaching the subject of a 

basis of regulation for ntaion-wide 
application, it might be well to re- 
fer briefly to some of the principles 
or rather attempted cures that are 
being applied on a somewhat exten- 
sive scale in scores of towns and 
cities. These centre around such 
matters as the right and left turn, 
one-way streets, parking, automiatic 
traffic control, penalties for viola- 
tion, centralization of traffic con- 
trol, loading platforms, safety educa- 
tion, arterial highways, trucks and 
freight movement, street cars and 
terminal facilities, and the passing 
of other vehicles. As the situation 
stands today, diversity and not uni- 
formity is the rule when it comes to 
the practical application of these pos- 
sible cures. 
. Right and left hand turns: This 
is more or less of a local problem 
and the general consensus seems to 
be in favor of the abolition of left- 
hand turns, and more particularly in 
dealing with congested districts or 
arterial highways. It is recommended 
that left-hatid turns be made from 
the line of traffic next to the centre 
of roadway, that left-hand turns at 
intersections where traffic is not con- 
trolled be made by vehicles proceed- 
ing around the centre of intersection, 
and that vehicles turning to the 
right’ heep close to the right-hand 
cuch, 

One-way streets: These have been 
found a successful remedy for con- 
gestion where the streets are unduly 
narrow, Surveys show that the best 
Tresults are ed where streets 
are alte: to obtain an even flow 
of traffic in all directions. There is 
@ very general consensus that truck

Automatic traffic control: The rel- 
ative merits of alternating lights 
and synchronized signals afford the 
principal difference of opinion on 
this problem. ' A large body of com- 
petent opinion favors that red lights 
shall’ mean to stop, green ‘mean to 
go and ‘amber,’ when used, should 
indicate preparation . for moving, 
and, further, that the signals be vis- 
ible for at least 100 yards, arranged 
for view in both directions, and that 
indication be given of a neutral in- 
terval when traffic in all directions 
is Stopped. 

Exacting Traffic Penalties. 


Penalties for violation: A wide 
diversity of opinion is shown on this 
subject, although there,.seems to be 
@ growing sentiment in favor. of. es- 
tablishing system for leaving. a 
fixed collateral for minor offenses 
without going into court. The = es- 
tablishment .of more, traffic .courts 
has been found to eliminate court 
congestion. Many students of the 
problem recommended that motorists 
be. held, not.:liable for violations of 
traffic regulations at points where 
signs are required, unless the signs 
are in, place, It is also suggested 
that the courts try to impress citizens 
with the firmness, fairness and jus- 
tice of the judicial system. 

Traffic. control bodies: Little or no 
uniformity is found in this field, a 
fact which results in confusion and 
conflict wherever no definite traffic 
head is designated. It is. generally 
agreed that traffic direction and en- 
forcement should be centralized and 
that traffic engineers should be em- 


not permitted except |,

Trucks and freight movements: 
These two interrelated problems seem 


to have received scant attention. ‘The | 


trend is toward restriction of trucks 
on arterial highways, and the han- 
dling of freight after nightfall wher- 
ever possible. 

Street cars: These are everywhere 
‘regarded ag necessary impediments 
‘to modern vehicular traffic. ‘The 
best results in dealing with this prob- 
lem have been obtained by rerouting, 
adoption of ‘loading platforms, and 
placing downtown terminals for load- 


ing and unloading in parks away |. 


from all vehicular traffic. There is 
a very definite need for regulations 
governing the passing of street cars 
taking on. and discharging passen- 
gers, limiting vehicle speed passing 
street cars and requiring drivers of 
motor vehicles to swerve from car 
tracks as quickly as possible on ap- 
proach of a street car. 

There is one big problem toward 
the solution of which little if any 
progress has been made, that is, the 
reparation and protection of danger- 
ous grades, The recent decision of 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States, which by implication, at least, 
placed the responsibility at grade 
crossings on the motorist, has called 
attention in a striking manner to 
the urgency of the matter. One or 
two States, notably New York, has 
adopted a far-reaching program to 
eliminate grade-crossing death traps. 
But New York stands almost alone 
in this respect. Here and there bad 
grades are being done away with, 
but as soon as one is eliminated an- 
other takes its place. We have noth- 
ing in the nature of a national pro- 
gram in regard to this matter.

CAR PRICES 


STABILIZED FOR COMING YEAR 





No Radical Changes Now Looked For, but Sales 
Competition Will Be Keener 


DETROIT. 

ITH all the new cars out and 

with prices at new low levels 

for the time being, the motor 
industry has started into 1928 pro. 
duction and sales on an unprec- 
edented scale. Further price reduc- 
tions are considered unlikely, since 
those already announced are believed 
to be pretty close to the margin of 
safety. 

It is generally realized by the 
makers that unit profit under the 
new prices will be lower than in 1927 
and only. by keeping volume of ont- 
put and sales up to the total set 
by present programs will it be pos- 
sible to permit earnings to compare 
favorably with those of last year. 

Reaction of the public to the new 
lines and the new prices has been 
prompt and the industry counts on 
a continuance of this interest 
throughout at least the first half 
of the year. 

It is probable that no striking 
change in appearance or design will 
be forthcoming for some time. If 
price levels are maintained at about 
the present level, the problem of the 
used car and its appraisal on turn-in 
will cease to be as acute as in the 
past. 

Where a car-maker produced a car 
in ohe year that differed radically 
from the previous offering, owners 
of the old car naturally felt that 
they were unplJeasantly conspicuous 
in driving the old-timer. This han- 
dicap in last year’s car ownership 
is being obviated by the general plan 
of the industry to continue to build 
cars of practically standard design. 
Used car allowances also are not 
likely in the immediate future to be 
complicated by price reductions an- 
nounced on the new car. 

Steady Improvement Progress. 


Continuing improvements in struc- 
tural strength and in the reduction 
of body parts are looked for, fol- 
lowing the development of striking 
advancés along these lines. But 
these increased advantages, because 
of improved methods of machine 
manufacture, do not now appear to 
forecast the necessity for increasing 
the price, Genera] policy, it appears, 
will be to put savings effected by 
improved methods into the improve- 
ment in the vehicle itself. 

December production reported’ by 
the National Automobile Chamber of 
Commerce was estimated at 135,042, 
a falling off. of approximately 4,000 
from:November figures. In 1926 the 
December production was 175,674, so 
that the final month in a tapering- 
off quarter of 1927 showed a de- 
crease of about 40,500 over the cor- 
responding month in. the previous 
year... 

Close estimates credit 1927 with a 
total output of slightly over 3,500,000 
units, There is room for. material 
expansion over these figures in 1928, 
to. keep production facilities now ex- 
isting in operation. 

Real. production will probably not 
start until the “Spring demand’’ has 
actually developed, but it is certain 
that at present there is a strong de- 
mand for cars, If and when the true 
buying season develops full strength 
the industry will see eotivity, ‘such 
as it has never seen, . | 

Moderate Ford Production. ,_ 

Ford production is still. somewhat 
below the volume that was hoped for 
this month; but: additional.assembly. 


dis-| lines are getting under way and a 





steady improvement is looked for. 
Daily production at. Fordson: is, 


‘| around 200 assembled cars, and. the 


branches are accounting for about 





as many more. This total of about 
400 cars will be stepped up just as 
promptly as circumstances will per- 
mit, but it will evidently be early in 
February before anything like 1,000 
completed jobs can be counted per 
day. 

In the meantime Chevrolet, Whip- 
pet and Star, the closest competitors 
in the Ford price class, are speeding 
up production. The race for trade 
in the: lowest priee range is more 
active than it has ever been before. 

Export estimates made by some 
of the largest makers indicate that 
present plans call for the sale over- 
seas of close to 20 per cent. of the 
1928 production. John N. Willys sees 
a market for 1,000,000 units abroad 
this year. 


YEAR’S IMPROVEMENT IN 
NORTH CAROLINA ROADS 


ORTH CAROLINA has shown 
no tendency to relax its pro- 
gram of highway construction, 

and the year just closed has wit- 
nessed marked expansion of the 
State system. Official figures show 
that the mileage completed during 
the year aggregated 1,338, at a total 
cost of $24,565,848. 

It is significant to note that cement 
concrete construction represented 
the largest item in the year’s mile 
age, with a total of 454 miles, or 
more than one-third of the whole. 
The expenditures -for this item 
amounted to $12,422,509. Other 
classes of roads were built as fol- 
lows: Asphaltic concrete, 31 miles; 
sand asphalt, 69 miles; oil treatment, 
206 miles; waterbound macadam, 26 
miles; bituminous macadam, 9 miles; 
topsoil, sand, clay, &c., 227 miles; 
graded roads, 314 miles. Nearly 
$1,500,000 was expended for bridges. 

The State system at the end of the 
year embraced 6,500 miles of road. 
Maintenance charges for the twelve 
months included $2,782,000. for gen- 
eral care and $292,500 for bridge im- 
provement and reconstruction. There 
was an additional item of $758,135 
for reconstruction and oil treatment 
of highways. This involves the use 
of a new system of maintenance for 
roads surfaced with soil and gravel. 
The method was perfected by the 
State Highway Commission and has 
been used on old roads and new alike. 
Its application consists of treating 
the surface with tars or asphaltic 
road oils, which are covered with 
sand, gravel or stone. The tar and 
oil hold the surface intact, while the 
cover material reduces wear and tear 
on vehicles as well as on the roads 
themselves, 

Among: the major projects com- 
pres were four large bridges, The 

“structure was the Chowan 
River ‘Bridge in Bertie and Chowan 
Counties, between Edenton and 
Edenhouse Point, on Route 242, It 
has a length of 7,905 feet, or more 
than a mile and one half. The cen- 
tral feature is a 200-foot swing span, 
built ofjsteel. The cost was approx- 
imately $600,000, provided by a spe- 
cial bond issue to be retired through

Mexican: Paintings Range From Rebellious 


To Tractable 


By ELISABETH: L. CARY. 

UGUSTUS JOHN for more than 

a dozen years has been 
anathéma ‘to the younger 
British school. Most natu- 

rally, since he was the gay leader, 
the arch-rebel of the preceding 
younger British school. ‘Nothing is 
more difficult than to recognize the 
precise quality of your immediate 
predecessors,, unless it is to define 
the quality of new men winning vic- 
tories in the field just beyond your 
own. Therefore Mr. John of the 

New English Art Club could not ex- 

pect to be seen as belonging to the 

London Group. ‘Nor wotild he wish 

it. In the exhibition of his paintings 

at the Anderson Galleries Mr. John 
is seen as belonging to no club or 
group, but quite exclusively to him- 
self. He paints as he likes, at this 
moment or that, and, using his talent 
thus frankly, has apparently no hid- 
den personality for which his art pro- 
vides an avenue of escape. His por- 
‘ traits, especially, are,the work of a 
man who interprets others, not of 
' one who interprets himself through 
others. -He has no model formula 
| into which various types may be 
compressed, often gaining force, if 
| not verisimilitude by such compres- 
sion. Not to miss communicating 
the impression of force, he concen- 
trates interest upon the head and 
facial expression,‘ letting detail take 
care of itself, especially where the 
detail fails to interest him. Even 
hands fall into the category of de- 
tail, unless the hands are eloquent of 
some outstanding trait of character— 
as in the portrait of Sean O’Casey, 
the Irish playwright, where the stub- 
born hands reinforce the stubborn- 
ness of the dreaming mouth, or in 
the delightful study of Percy, where 
the truculence of eyes and mouth is 
echoed in‘ the carefully restrained 
and folded hands neatly posed upon 
the knee,’ 
*,* 

Right Hon. Gerald Massey’s 
portrait. .illustrates Mr. John’s 
temper of ‘mind toward his sit- 

ters, one wholly detached from world- 

ly considerations or conventions of 
social importance. In .this portrait 
the head is tipped up so that the flesh 
of the neck bulges over the collar— 
a@ pose that might have been assumed 
for an after-dinner speech, certainly 
not one that flatters or concedes. Re- 
flecting upon the almost innumer- 
able canvases dedicated to official 
portraiture in the annual exhibitions 
of this country, it is interesting to 
ask one’s self what the result would 
be if a portrait painter should decide 
thus to immortalize the democratic 
equivalent of a Right Honorable. The 
portrait is beautifully painted, with 
that sense of a third dimension which 
involves veils beyond veils rather 
than the masses and volumes of 
what is called in modern phraseology 

“significant form.’’ 

The Right Hon. Lord Robert Cecil 
is more directly presented, less domi- 
nating and more impressive; the non- 
chalant clothes are treated with non- 
chalance by the painter, who con- 
tents himself- with a simple render- 
ing of a physiognomy quiet to the 
point of dullness in expression, yet 
betraying in the eyes overhung by 
heavy lids a quick working of mind. 

The two portraits of Colonel Law- 
rence, one with the look of concen- 
tration and withdrawal engendered 
by the mysticism of the East; the 
other shadowed by disillusionment 
and sharpened with scorn, are ex- 
traordinary documents.

LL the portraits offer in differing 
degrees this testimony to the

long-promised collection of 

work by the younger group of 
Mexican artists was arriving 

at the Art Center just as this 
article was getting into type, and 
probably there is no art more un- 
suited to hasty comment than this 
contemporary art of Mexico, so full 
and strong in flavor at its best, so 
insipid and drenched with sentimen- 
tality and futile humor at its worst, 
so crude with one artist, so strangely 
sophisticated with another, so mov- 
ing when emotion can force its way 
through the barriers always existing 
between one race and another. The 
first and fragmentary impression 
now gained must, therefore, be sup- 
plemented and, no doubt, corrected 
by greater familiarity with the work. 

But this preliminary glimpse of the 
paintings. as they rose from their 
wooden boxes and emerged to meet 
the Fifty-sixth Street scene makes 
at least one thing clear: that the 
sources from which the Mexicans 
draw are unknown to most Ameri- 
cans. No records by painters ‘‘from 
away’’ of Mexican life and character 
convey an impression resembling in 
the slightest degree that made by 
these artists, Orozco, Pacheco, Ri- 
vera, Ruiz, Charlot, Castillanos. The 
work as a whole, with all its inequal- 
ities and its range from academic to 
feverish rebellion, makes a deep 
mark upon the consciousness. 

The academic is: excessively that, 
and detains interest for- only - the 
briefest moment. At the opposite 
pole is Orozco, a violent rebel against 
authority and a passionate brother 
of man, seeing him continually op- 
pressed and in danger of suffering. 
The scenes of the revolution obsess 
his mind and his painting ,“‘On the 
March” is a_ strong geometrical 
scheme informed with the* emotion 
of the artist. Bent figures are strug- 
gling under loads, aiding each other, 
crawling through a landscape over 
which falls the shadow of a great 
structure apparently in ruin. The 
contrasts of dark and light are start- 
ling, the forms are heavy.

EATH as a theme also moves

Sir Thomas said that numerous oc- 
casions of operatic or orchestral 
broadcasts .in .Zurope, to which. he 
had been: obliged to listen, pe 
proved very,.disappointing. .He ad- 
mitted; that the resultant ‘‘jumble of 
sound. which Invariably -sounded 
more. like..noise..than..music’® may 
have been due to poor radio receiv- 
ing apparatus. 

“The average. British listener,’’ he 
said, ‘is phiegmatic,/ and theréfore in 
many cases he may be using & tadio 
receiver which is ahtiquated and not 
capable of interceptiig and repro- 
ducing the radio waves with fidelity. 
However, I am told that many lis- 
teners in England have excellent re- 
ediving sets. The Briton is.a. great 
home lover. When he arrives in the 
evening ne. generally. stays. home. 
This makes for the general popu- 
larity of wifeless receiving. sets in. 
England, which are generally found 
intercepting ‘the lighter “ musical 
numbers. -Whet a Londoner wants 
to hear orchestral or good’ musical 
numbers he goes to a music hall.’ 

Opera as Weird Noise.
